Paul B. Misner, brought an average of over $448 
for 92 head, the highest average of any public sale of 
the breed since the Royal Brentwood of 1931 at Detroit 
Creamery Farms, where 59 head averaged $628, and 
the highest for any Holstein sale of its size since the 
1929 Brentwood in Philadelphia. The top bull, Carna- 
tion Ormsby Sir Bessie, sold by Henry A. Schell, Jr., to 
Femco Farms for $3,500, was the highest priced animal 
of the breed in public sale since the Denver National 
Sale in 1930, when his 75% brother, Carnation Inka 
Matador, sold for $6,200, from Carnation to Pevely 
Dairy Farms of Missouri. 

The 92 head sold in the Royal Brentwood brought 
a total of $41,285, or an average of $448.78. The 30 
females with A. R. records slightly exceeded the general 
average of the sale, at $476.50. The 10 females of 
milking age without records but from A. R. dams av- 
eraged $447.50 or almost exactly the same as the grand 
average, while the three cows without records and from 
dams without records averaged only $283.33. Among 
the heifers not yet in milk, the 26 from A. R. dams 
averaged $332.88, three from H. I. R. dams averaged 
$316.66 and four from untested dams averaged $328.75. 
Of the 15 bulls sold in the main sale, 14 were from A. 
R. dams and averaged $720.71, the other from an H. I. 
R. dam bringing $250. 

The average for the 15 bulls was $689.33; for 44 
females of milking age, $455.11; 24 bred heifers, $354; 
8 unbred yearling heifers, $270 and one heifer calf 
brought $250.

Royal Brentwood Makes History — 


Averages $448 for 92 Head with $3,500 Top 


Company got out the very attractive catalogs, was gen- 
eral aid-de-camp and sale slip passer. 

The final factor in the success of the sale was the 
crowd of interested and enthusiastic Holstein fans, rep- 
resenting at least twenty states, Canada and Japan, with 
buyers from a dozen states. The fine spirit of the 
gathering was noticeable from the very beginning and 
a goodly number of those present appeared willing to 
bid from $500 up to well into four figures for animals 
that pleased them. The sales organization, with the 
cooperation of the bidders, had no difficulty in selling 
the 92 head in the Royal Brentwood offering and the 
nine bulls in the bull sale in somewhat less than six 


_ hours of selling without hurrying and without striking 


off any animals until all had a chance to bid. 

The sale got away to an auspicious start. As the 
bugler sounded ‘‘Assemble’’, Paul Misner stepped into 
the ring, watch in hand, and announced that it was 
then 10:30 Brentwood Standard Time. W. G. David- 
son, founder of the Brentwood series in 1920, spoke 
briefly and introduced the host, Mr. Laucks, for a word 
of welcome, and President Glover of the National Asso- 
ciation for a brief greeting to the industry. Immediate- 
ly the first offering came into the ring, Dunloggin Jene- 
be, a beautiful three-year-old, just fresh. Bidding was 
brisk and by the time the five-minute bugle sounded, 
she was struck off to John A. Bell, Jr. at $875, her new 
born heifer calf following her immediately to add $110 
to the selling price. 

The first four-figure price was reached during the 
first hour of selling, when Bellevue Ormsby First Lady 
came into the ring, and after a short snappy bidding 
session was struck off to John Bell for $1,100. This 
daughter of Ormsby Sensation 41st will be remembered 
as selling in the 1934 Brentwood for $600 when she 
was a two-year-old several months on test. Purchased 
by U. S. Naval Academy, she finished a good two-year- 
old record there, came back with better than 644 Ibs. 
fat in Class B as a three-year-old and was just fresh 
as a four-year-old before this sale, looking like just one 
of the grandest cows of the breed. 

Shortly before noon came the top female of the 
sale, Dunloggin Gloria, also taken by John Bell. This 
former Reserve All-American three-year-old, now six 
years old, fresh since last February and still milking 
over 100 lbs. a day, just nosed out First Lady for top 
honors as $1,125. 

As Gloria left the ring, in came the big sensation 
of the sale, Carnation Ormsby Sir Bessie, Henry Schell’s 
great six-year-old son of. the world champion, Carnation 
Ormsby Butter King by Sir Inka May. Bidding was 
fast and furious and within three minutes had reached 
$3,500, the bid of Femco Farms, Breckenridge, Minn. 
It was reported that Frank Ludolph and Axel Hansen, 
the Femco representatives at the sale, were ready to 
go to $5,000 rather than lose the bull, but the other 
bidders apparently had their limits and no further bids 
were received after the $3,500 mark was reached, setting 
a new high mark for the breed in public sale since June 
1930. 
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Two other bulls got into the four-figure column, 
Sir Inka May 41st at $1,025, sold by Carnation to John 
1. Manahan, University, Virginia; and Dunloggin Deub- 
ler, at $1,400, sold by Dunloggin to John A. Bell, Jr. 
This baby son of Lashbrook Pearl Ormsby, not yet two 
months old, is probably the youngest bull to sell for 
so high a figure since the post-war boom days. 

Another bull bringing good money but rather less 
than he deserved was Osborndale Sir ‘Inka Aaggie, 
famous three times Reserve All-American from Os- 
borndale Farm, who went to Charles G. Lang of Balti- 
more, at $625. Mr. Lang was one of the big buyers 
of tops in this sale, taking nine head for a total of 
$4,285. Other bulls selling above the average of the 
sale were the Tom Dent bull who went to C. S. Erb & 
Co. of Pennsylvania, for $510, and the Yates bull that 
went to Elias E. Gerber of Pennsylvania, for $475. 

High priced females not already mentioned included 
Cato Pine Ormsby Fobes Lady from U. S. Naval Acad- 
emy Dairy, who went to Wimbledon at $900, and Miss 
Inkarnation from the Firestone Farms consignment, 
who went to Sarah Van Hoosen Jones of Michigan, at 
$825. The two-year-old son of this last named cow, a 
real show bull sired by Brookholm Inka 34th, was one 
of the real bargains of the sale, being picked up by 
R. F. Saltsman & Son, Cortland, N. Y., at $350. 

The Winterthur consignment was one of the big 
features of the sale, their five head of females bringing 
a total of $2,605, including a daughter of ‘‘Great’’ to 
McDonogh School of Maryland at $720, a daughter of 
“Boast”? to Sarah Van Hoosen Jones at $660, and a 
daughter of ‘‘Posch’ to Mr. Lang at $500. 

Paul Farms of Indiana got $1,125 for the two daugh- 
ters of King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, one going to 
McDonogh School at $625 and the other to Mr. Lang 
at $500. Earl Groff of Pennsylvania, got $1,135 for his 
two daughters of King C S Ormsby Piebe Della, one to 
Lauxmont at $585 and the other to Henry Schell at 
$550. Lauxmont sold two females, one to Lang at 
$675, and the other to Elizabeth Arden, who is starting 
a Holstein herd in Maine, at $550. John A. Bell, Jr., 
in addition to being the heaviest buyer in the sale, sold 
two heifers for $510 each, one to Dunloggin and the 
other to McDonogh School. Carnation sold two daugh- 
ters of Sir Inka May, one for $700 and the other for 
$460, both to Wimbledon. 

Other $500 animals in the sale were the Wisconsin 
Board of Control cow to Frank W. Fernsler of Penn- 
sylvania at $585; the Shawangunk Valley cow to Lang 
at $550; the McDonogh School heifer to Lauxmont at 
$550 and the Wimbledon daughter of Sir Inka May 27th 
to Jos. H. Hill of Indiana at $535. In all, five animals 
brought prices ranging from $1,025 to $3,500, twenty- 
two others from $500 to $900, fifteen more $400 or 
better and only 32 of the 92, exclusive of ‘‘half number” 
calves fell below the $300 mark.

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The Bull 


By HORACE W. 


Editor’s Note: The author is the older son of Supt. H. W. 
Norton, Jr. <A graduate of University of Wisconsin, he is now 
taking graduate work in genetics at Iowa State College under 
Prof. Lush, and has done much work on bull index studies and 
computations in the Madison office. This article is an ex- 
cellent presentation of some of the limitations of the bull index 
and the factors that should be given weight in applying its 
use to practical breeding problems. Perhaps its reading will 
help to clarify the whole subject in the minds of our readers. 
Mr. Norton asks us to state he will be glad to make further 
explanation to any who may care to write him personally. The 
address is 211 South Hyland, Ames, Iowa. 

HE bull index, as used by the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
"T ciation, is an estimate of a bull’s breeding value. 

Some people put too much faith in the index, while 
others give it too little. This leads to confusion and mis- 
understanding. Too much confidence may lead to disap- 
pointment and to so much distrust that the advantages to 
be gained by the legitimate and cautious use of the in- 
dex would be cast aside. A statement of the principles 
and facts governing its reliability may help to keep fhe 
index legitimately useful to the practical breeder. 

Herd Test records, adjusted for age and for number of 
milkings per day, are used in computing indexes. Other 
factors are of importance but no account of them is taken 
in computing indexes because they are not measured in 
Herd Test records. These other factors include’ such 
things as kind and quality of feeds, effect of pregnancy, 
length of dry period, occurrence of disease, minor varia- 
tions in health, etc. Some of these factors may cause 
large fluctuations in the index if they happen to affect 
nearly all the cows in that index in the same direction. 
Others are almost never very important. 

Effect of Herd Management 

Herd management is used here to include kind and 
quality of feeds, length of dry period, and other factors 
which form the herd policy and which may be distinctly 
different from one herd to another. Herd management is 
probably the most important group of factors influencing 
the index. It is usually different for different bulls be- 
cause bulls are usually proved in different herds, but it is 
often about the same for the daughters of a bull as for 
their dams. Making sure the daughters were tested under 
the same management as their dams excludes this source 
of error from the difference between daughters and dams 
but does not remove it from the daughter-average. For 
example, suppose the daughters of a bull average 350 Ibs. 
of butterfat, and their dams average 300 Ilbs., in a poorly 
managed herd. The daughters might average 550 Ibs. and 
their dams 500 lbs. if better managed. Under the poor 
conditions, the bull’s index is 400 lbs., while under the im- 
proved conditions his index is 600 lbs., though in both 
cases the daughters were managed the same as their dams 
and show the same increase. If the daughters are managed 
differently from their dams, the index will be biased, and 
the bull will be credited with (or blamed for) what was 
really caused by managing the daughters better (or worse) 
than their dams. For example, the daughters of a bull 
might average 500 lbs. while their dams, who would aver- 
age 400 lbs. under the same management, averaged only 
300 lbs. The biased index is 700 lbs., while if the dams 
were managed the same as the daughters, the unbiased 
index would have been 600 Ibs. Since the daughters of a 
bull are often tested after their dams’ records are com- 
pleted, and since the tendency is for herd management to 
improve with experience, there is probably a tendency for 
all indexes to be slightly too high, because no correction 
for management is made in computing the index. There 
is no automatic fool-proot way of avoiding the influence 
of herd management. All the practical breeder can do is 
to ask himself two questions about every index in which 
he is interested: (1) To what conditions does this index 
apply, that is, how were the daughters managed? and 

(2) Were daughters and dams managed alike? Answers 

to these questions may require considerable first-hand 

knowledge or reliable testimony concerning conditions 
in the herd in which the sire was proved. 
Effect of Selection of Mates 

If any herd, some cows have higher records than 

others, partly because they really have higher producing 

ability, but partly because they escaped illness or accident. 

or they may have calved at a more favorable season or in 

some other way had more than their share of the “breaks.” 
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For this reason, if cows are selected for breeding to a cer- 
tain bull because their past records are high, their breed- 
ing value will be above average but not as high as their 
records indicate. On the other hand, if the cows with the 
lowest records were chosen, their breeding value would 
be low, but not so extremely low as their records indicate, 
So far as there has been such selection of dams, the dif- 
ference between the dams’ average and their breeding 
value will be charged to the bull, and the index of a bull 
bred to a group of cows selected for high records will he 
lower than the bull’s breeding value. This is probably 
seldom important in Herd Test records where all cows 
are included and lifetime averages are used, but it might 
be important when a new herd is assembled by buying 
cows having high Herd Test records. This is the point of 
the figures presented by “Brain Truster” in his letter on 
page 15 of the Holstein-Friesian World dated April 18, 
1936, but he does not explain that the fallacy is in assum- 
ing that extreme records selected after they were made 
are representative of the real producing (and _ transmit- 
ting) ability of the cows which made those records. 

If a bull has been proved on mates selected because 
they had high records prior to the selection, the bias due 
to that selection may be removed from the index by using 
only new records made after the selection is completed. 
For any one cow, this new record is as likely to be below 
as it is to be above her breeding value, and so the average 
of these new records will be an unbiased estimate of the 
breeding value of the group. If none but these new rec- 
ords are used, the selection of the mates will not bias the 
index. It is seldom possible to do this. Hence, in actual 
practice, many indexes will have a little bias due to se- 
lection of mates, and occasionally this bias may be large 
enough to be important. 

Number of Daughter-Dam Pairs 

The number of daughter-lam pairs is the remaining 
factor to be considered. If nothing is known about a bull 
or about the productivity of his relatives, the fairest esti- 
mate one can make is that he is an average bull of his 
breed (about 480 Ibs. on mature Classification B basis, o1 
about 385 lbs. on mature Classification C basis). If a bull’s 
index is based on only a few pairs, it is not safe to place 
complete confidence in the index. The index merits some 
confidence but (especially if it is very high or very low) 
one would suspect that the bull’s true breeding value lies 
nearer the breed average. In statistics, that is called 
“regression,” but it is only the common sense of paying 
attention to scanty evidence but not trusting it too far. 
As the number of pairs increases. more confidence may be 
placed in the index and less need be reserved for the 
conservative suspicion that the bull is near the breed 
average. If an index is based on six pairs, the best esti- 
mate of the bull’s breeding value (if he is to be used in 
the same herd) lies about 43% of the way from the index 
toward the breed average. For example, suppose a bull 
has a six-pair index of 580 lbs. The best estimate of his 
breeding value lies about 43% of the way from 580 lbs 
toward the average index of 480 lbs., or about 537 lbs. 
On the other hand, suppose a bull had the unusually low 
index of 330 lbs. The best estimate of his breeding value 
lies about 43% of the way from 330 lbs. toward 480 lbs. 
or about 395 lbs. If an index is based on 10 pairs, the 
corresponding amount of regression to allow toward the 
breed average is 31%; if on 15 pairs, 23%; if on 25 pairs, 
15%; etc. so that the best estimate lies nearer and nearer 
to the index as the number of pairs increases. In other 
words, as the evidence is more and more complete, We 
come nearer and nearer to trusting it entirely. (Thes¢ 
regression percentages are calculated from researches of 
the Animal Breeding Subsection of the Iowa Agricultural 
Experiment Station.) 

Suppose it is necessary to choose between two bulls, 
one having a six-pair index of 730 lbs., the other having 4 
25-pair index of 690 lbs., other things being equal. The 

best estimate of the breeding value of the first bull lies 
43% of the way from 730 lbs. toward 480 lIbs., or about 623 
Ibs. Similarly, the best estimate for the second bull lies 
15% of the way from 690 lbs. toward 480 Ibs., or about 659 
Ibs. Therefore the bull with the 690 lb. index is probably

Problems At Indianapolis 


HE delegates at Indianapolis next week will have a 

i number of interesting problems to decide. Perhaps 

the item of greatest importance is the one relating 

to the increase in the transfer fees. In itself, this in- 

crease of 50 cents per transfer means but little to any 

one individual breeder, and for that reason it might 

seem of small consequence. However, in the aggregate, 

it means something over $20,000 a year to the Associa- 

tion and has accordingly a direct bearing on some of 
fundamentals of Association policy. 


Here is the situation which the directors have to 
face—shall we continue to deplete the Reserve Fund 
for running expenses, or shall we retrench in some of 
the activities the Association is carrying on, or shall 
we attempt to increase the income by means of higher 
fees for services reduced and finance a continuation of 
‘the present activities through current receipts? 

The proposed increases in the transfer fees will not 
‘be sufficient to balance the budget on the present level 
of expenditures unless there is a very great increase in 
the amount of business done, and this may or may not 
‘be forthcoming. It will help very materially, however, 
and along with fees already added by the Directors for 
Advanced Registry and Herd Test service, will go far 
toward bringing the budget into balance. 

The Reserve Fund has been drawn on liberally, as 
was intended when it was set up, to cushion the shock 
of depression and make it possible for the Association 
to maintain its activities on a somewhat even keel dur- 
ing such years as we have been passing through. We 

-€hink the Board is wise in its decision that we have 
gone far enough in drawing upon it for current ex- 
penses—that it would be unsound to go way through to 
the bottom of the barrel—and that with improving times 
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we should now be able, and must find a way, to operate 
in the “‘black”’ for current operations. 

The expenses of the Association during 1935 totalleq 
$214,539.76. Of this amount, $157,121.64 is listed as 
administration expense. The Extension Service is listeg 
separately at $57,005.62. This last item breaks down 
to include $7,645.73 for administration, $5,786.17 for 
advertising, $3,355.30 for exhibits (National Dairy 
Show, Eastern States, Waterloo, etc.); $926.26 for Calf 
Club work; $30,965.84 for field work and $8,326.32 for 
milk marketing work. Administration earnings for the 
year totalled $159,161.07 or almost exactly $2,000 more 
that administration expenses. Receipts credited to the 
Extension Service account totalled $21,374.45, leaving 
the net cost of this department at $35,631.17—and the 
deficit for the year from all operations at $34,004.24. 

The proposed increase in transfer fees would add to 
income about $20,000. Increased fees already apply- 
ing to the Herd Test would add perhaps $5,000 more, 
If business in the Secretary’s office increases by as 
much as 5% (it has not done so thus far in 1936), it 
would bring the budget somewhere near in balance. It 
is evident, however, that without this proposed increase 
in the transfer fees, it will be necessary to take some 
very drastic action in reducing expenditures and giving 
up some activities that are now being carried on. 

The administrative departments are now operating 
on a close basis. Madison is a more expensive town to 
operate in than Brattleboro, and costs of clerical help 
are higher. It would save quite a substantial sum if 
the Madison building could be sold at a fair price, and 
the Advanced Registry and Extension offices consolidated 
in the Brattleboro building. We don’t know how satis- 
factory this would be from a number of angles, and 
have not discussed it with the Secretary or Superintend- 
ent of Advanced Registry. We refer to it only as a 
possibility. 

Field work runs into a considerable total, and some- 
times it is difficult to point to specific values from it 
justifying the heavy expense. Yet, it does have very 
material value in maintaining local activities of breed- 
ers and helping them with their various problems. Some- 
times this work has to be spread too thin for best effec- 
tiveness, and it is undoubtedly true that breeders in 
general do not make as great use of the services of the 
fieldmen as they should, and that in many cases the 
work they do could be done by volunteer effort by the 
breeders themselves, but it is not difficult to visualize 
the howl that would go up from the breeders if this 
branch of activity were to be suspended. 

Advertising last year amounted to $5,786.17, cer- 
tainly a modest figure that should be larger rather than 
less. The same thing is true of special exhibits at the 
leading fairs and expositions. The amount here as well 
as for advertising is probably less than any of the other 
major breeds expend. 

Milk marketing work during ‘1935: amounted to 
to $8,326.32. This included Mr. Baldwin’s work for 
only the last half of the year, following instructions by 
the Seattle convention. As a ‘‘trouble shooter” he has 
done a lot of very effective work in helping to iron out 
Holstein troubles in various markets. But there 3 
grave question in the minds of many breeders if our 
Association is going far enough yet in this milk work. 
We have seen Holstein breeders losing the fluid market 
almost completely in some sections. Are we going (0 
abdicate without a struggle whenever the other breeds 
decide to step in to corner any particular milk market? 
The milk distributors in many markets are now learnlné 
just what the “cream line” race is costing them 1! 
higher wholesale costs, losses of cream markets, ett. 
through the extra butterfat they are giving away in the 
milk bottle. Isn’t it possible that with the right sort 
of organization efforts, headed up by the National Ass0 
ciation, it might be possible to carry on constructive 
advertising of the merits of our milk in local markets, 
with the dealers and producers directly concerned put- 
ting up the money to finance it. Our Association would 
merely put the organization work into such a progral, 
and supply the necessary effective copy to be adapte 
to local use. We think it might help the situation. pa” 
ticularly in some of our Eastern markets where 0U 
producers are becoming desperate. The milk marketing 
department needs further expansion rather than ™ 
trenchment. 

The work that Dr. Heizer has been doing to teal 
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petter breeding methods has set a lot of breeders think- 
ing along different lines. It is important work. Its cost 
js not itemized in the 1935 financial report but we under- 
stand amounts to about $5,000 a year. Its elimination 
would by no means solve the present financial problem. 
What is the answer? We do not profess to 
it. We think it would be a serious thing to eliminate 
much that our Extension service is now working on. 
Rather the situation seems to call for greater activity 
along some fundamental lines than we are now doing. 
Other breed associations are apparently spending a 
larger proportion of their income for Extension activities 
than is the case with our Association, but they are al- 
most without exception operating on a higher schedule 
of fees for the services they perform than is the case 
with us. Certainly the small increase in the transfer 
fees called for by the proposed amendments should be 
adopted, as the alternative, without possible doubt, will 
be a drastic reduction in some of the existing extension 
activities. From the standpoint of its effect upon the 
Association policies, this proposition overshadows every- 
thing else on the Convention program. 
Limitation of Director’s Service 
The various resolutions to rescind the previous ac- 
tion limiting terms of service of directors will come in 
for much discussion. We have never agreed with the 
soundness of this limitation idea, believing that the 
delegates should be free to exercise their best judgment 
in choice of directors, without restriction. As we have 
previously pointed out, it is our belief that such choice 
would be more freely exercised if the nominating com- 
mittee procedure were done away with, and nominations 
made from the floor instead. We do not wish to be 
understood, however, as holding the view that any one 
man is indispensable to the continued functioning of the 
management of the Association. Our opposition to the 
limitation idea is based upon broader grounds than that. 
Elder Amendment 
The Elder Amendment, intended to fix Chicago as 
the permanent meeting place, unless 12 Directors vote 
for some other location, we feel should be amended to 
provide simply that the Board of Directors shall deter- 
mine the place of the annual convention. They clearly 
should have this duty so long as the Association pays 
the railroad fare of delegates. If the time ever comes 
when this practice is discontinued, then perhaps the 
choice of meeting place should be vested in the conven- 
tion itself, but not otherwise, for reasons that past ex- 
perience has made fairly obvious. It is for these reasons 
that Director Elder has been interested for a number of 
years in some form of limitation. We feel that a 
general delegation of this job to the Board would be 
immeasurably preferable to such a definite limitation as 
Mr. Elder has proposed in his present amendment. 
National Dairy Show 
A proposition will come 
appropriation of $2,000 for added premiums at the Na- 
uonal Dairy Show next October in Dallas, Texas. This 
would be added to offerings of $3,000 for our breed directly 
by the Show, and would make a total premium list of 
$5,000. The Jersey and Guernsey Clubs we understand 
have noted this additional amount for their breeds. We 
hope it may be possible for our breed to offer Holstein 
exhibitors the same inducements. While this is pre- 
ponderantly Jersey territory, the strongest possible demon- 
stration of Holstein interest will be distinctly worthwhile. 
We learn that the condensing and evaporating companies 
are planning considerable expansion in the southwest 
area, and this should provide an expanding market for 
Holstein cows down there if we go after it aggressively

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The Royal Brentwood 


HE Royal Brentwood Sale has come and gone, and in 
"Tine passing has made the right kind of breed history. 

First off, may we say that Manager Paul Misner had 
assembled a thoroughly creditable lot of cattle. They 
were sold in the most beautiful setting imaginable, with 
the broad panorama of the Susquehanna in the back- 
ground. There was plenty of good showmanship and 
salesmanship, but back of it all a thoroughly grounded 
confidence in the sale and its consignors. 

The resulting average of $448 has been equalled only 
once before in our breed since 1929, that being the Royal 
Brentwood of 1931. Only once since 1929 has the high 
individual price of $3,500 been equalled in our breed at 
auction—that by another son of Sir Inka May sold at 
Denver in 1930 for $6,200. 

The significant thing about this present sale, as we see 
it, was the demonstrated willingness of the Holstein pub- 
lic to pay a higher level of prices for desirable animals. 
Where during the past several years buying interest 
tended to dry up at around the $400 level, similar quality 
in this sale was commanding from $600 to $800 and more. 
This is clearly shown by the tabulation of prices here as 
compared with the Royal Brentwood of 1934 at Baltimore. 
Top prices were respectfully $3,500 and $2,450. Five sold 
above $1,000 this year, only one in 1934. Hight exceeded 
$800, only two in 1934. Fourteen were above $600, com- 
pared with five in 1934. The $500 mark was passed 24 
times this year; 13 in 1934. Thirty-nine sold above $400 
and 59 above $300, as compared with 22 and 32 respec- 
tively in 1934. This year only ten entries sold under $200; 
16 in 1934. The 1936 offering was taken by 40 buyers in 
12 states. In 1934, the score was 27 buyers from nine 
states and Cuba. 


To the consignors who demonstrated their faith in the 
market for top Holsteins by giving the management a free 
hand in selecting their choicest animals; to Paul Misner 
who personally selected the offerings and provided the 
organization and sales promotion effort in such a con- 
fidence inspiring manner; to Mr. S. Forry Laucks whose 
generous donation of a perfect sale setting at Lauxmont 
contributed materially to the success of the sale through 
that undefinable something known as “atmosphere”—and@ 
to all who participated in the event—the thanks of the in- 
dustry is due at this time. The confidence in better Hol- 
steins which this sale inspires cannot fail to mark the 
opening of an era of better times for the industry of breed- 
ing superior seed stock.

and in shortly more than five minutes in the ring they 
were declared his new owners at $3,500—a figure quite 
considerably less than most of the advance predictions 
which had ranged all the way from $5,000 to $10,000. In 
the Femco herd, he will join in service Femco Royal, an- 
other son of Sir Inka out of Femco Johanna Bess Fayne, 
only cow of our breed to make two records above 1,200 Ibs. 
fat. Earlier sires here, in addition to Pride of Sir Piets, 
their foundation, have included Governor Fobes Ormsby 
Aaggie and Count Veeman Segis Piebe 19th, sons of the 
former American champion, Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 3d 
(1,286 lbs. fat). Mated with these famous sires have been 
many of the breed’s highest record cows, including May 
Walker Ollie Homestead (1,218 lbs. fat; Lady Pride Pon- 
tiac Lieuwkje (1,186 lbs. fat), the highest record All- 
American show cow; and many others above 1,000 lbs. fat.

SOME INDEX FACTORS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

There are a lot of slants on this sire index business, 
in fact so many that possibly many of our breeders have 
thought of some of them, but as yet I have not seen much 
mention of them in the breed papers. Will mention some 
points at random as they come to mind and hope that 
some readers may advance some helpful information 
through the medium of The Round Table. 

Under the present system of indexing sires, the record 
of the daughter is computed to the class B mature equiva- 
lent or if she has more than one record, all records are 
computed the same way and then averaged to get a figure 
by which the daughter’s record is compared with the rec- 
ords of the dam. I might say right now that I am very 
much in accord with Mr. Donald MacCollom in that the 
dam’s record is not always the real indication of her pro- 
duction transmittances. I have in mind a heifer that as 
a. junior two-year-old produced in excess of 13,000 Ibs. in 
Class B. She freshened again as a senior two and that 
lactation produced a little over 11,000 lbs. The third fresh- 
ening was as a senior three-year-old in which lactation 
she produced over 18,000 lbs. and at this writing she is 
again fresh as a senior four-year-old, which fact I mention 
to show that she was bred to calve within the year when 
making her third record. Of necessity none of these rec- 
ords could be full 365-day records. We would naturally 
assume that if this heifer had calved every 14 months, she 
would have correspondingly higher records and the figure 
used for her in computing her sire’s index would be larger. 
The senior two-year-old record of 11,000 lbs. is going to 
lower the average of all her records considerably and this, 
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I maintain, is unfair to the bull. Is the average of all the 
records a true indication of this heifer’s producing ability? 
On March 29, 1935, we had a heifer freshen as a junior 
two-year-old whose large calf was twisted. The calf was 
lost in delivery and the heifer was very much weakened 
by the ordeal, several hours being required to get the calf. 
The result was she had a comparatively small record that 
lactation. She freshened again on March 15 with twins 
and probably she will not reach her inherent producing 
capacity this present lactation. Now, in future lactations, 
if conditions are favorable, it would take many lactation 
periods with good production records to bring the average 
of all the records up to a figure that would show her ap- 
proximate ability. 

I have mentioned just two examples to try and bring 
out the point that an average figure might not be the pro- 
duction tigure we require in determining the index on a 
bull. I could go over our books and find many more such 
examples. 

A cow cannot produce in excess of her inheritance nor 
can she even reach the level of her inheritance unless en- 
vironmental conditions are 100% perfect. When we reach 
the day that we can make environmental conditions per- 
fect, the business of breeding superior livestock will be 
easy. I believe that the best record of a cow is a truer 
indication of her inherent producing ability and her best 
record is the result of better environmental conditions. 
If this be true, only the best record should be used in 
figuring an index because the transmitting ability is the 
factor we are looking for rather than average figures. 

3ut right here, we run into a snag. The business of 
breeding and dairying has to be practical. We want year 
after year production. Many cows, after making a high 
record, never make another and often the high record is 
partly due to the fact that the cow never carried a calf 
during the record. There is not much satisfaction in sac- 
rificing the cows by overwork or sterility in order to de 
termine the value of their sire. 

Another question now arises in my mind. Is longevity 
a result of environment or heredity or both? Which plays 
the most important part? If heredity is the most import- 
ant, then the cow with a long series of records is more 
credit to her sire than one with fewer records and this 
cannot be shown in our present index system and also 
if the sire’s daughters have long series of records and are 
to be compared with only one record how are we going to 
give credit to the sire for having produced these daugh- 
ters? What adjustment can be made on the daughters’ 
production figures to make them comparable to the dams? 
These questions would not require an answer if longevity 
were due entirely or mostly to environment. In order to 
determine the value of a record, the length of time that 
the cow carries a calf should be known and when we try 
and obtain this information in the herd test, it becomes 
quite complicated. However, if we are going to compare 
daughter’s production figures with some figure either rep- 
resenting the dam’s production transmitting ability or the 
dam’s actual record, the calving requirement for both dam 
and daughter should be the same. Of course, the larger 
number of dam and daughter comparisons that can be had, 
the less chance for individual errors to influence the final 
figure and there are those who would suggest that no 
index should be figured unless there are at least 15 or 20 
such comparisons but this would mean that many small 
breeders with a herd of limited size would not have their 
sire’s index published. 

There are so many conditions of environment either 
through management, nature or ravages of disease that 
occur behind the scenes of an index, that probably only 
the men who actually work with the cattle really know 2 
sire’s true worth. Perhaps, there are many of us who be 
lieve that our sire is in reality either better or worse than 
his index figure would lead others not acquainted with con 
ditions to believe. Since our National Association has 
adopted the Mt. Hope index, let us hope it is all for the 
best, but I, for one, will continue to believe “that good 
cattle are bred by the use of common sense and good judg: 
ment rather than with figures and formulas”. :

549019 is reported as freshening in 
April with a bull calf, at the age of 17 
years. She was purchased in Novem- 
ber 1930 when she was nearly twelve 
years old, by the State Institute of 
Applied Agriculture, Farmingdale, 
Long Island, N. Y., and in a little over 
five years since coming into this herd 
has produced 70,721 lbs. milk and 
2,346.2 lbs. fat. If she averaged as 
much during the first ten years of her 
producing life as she has for the five 
years since she was twelve years old, 
she must have produced better than 
200,000 lbs. milk in her lifetime. Since 
coming to Farmingdale she _ has 
dropped five calves, two daughters 
and three sons, including the baby 
just born. One of her daughters is 
reported as just competing her first 
lactation with 15,810 Ibs. milk, 504.7 
Ibs. fat, according to K. H. Musa, 
head of the Dairying and Animal Hus- 
bandry Department at the Institute, 
who writes that the old cow and her 
daughter, like the entire dairy herd, 
are all milked by student milkers. 
This is the old cow that was men- 
tioned in Sec’y Houghton Seaverns’ 
news letter in our Convention Num- 
ber. 


Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis., 
report that Miss Josephine Patterson 
of the Chicago Daily News, is the new 
owner of Pabst Belmont Creator Boy, 
who will be in service in her West- 
wood Dairy at Libertyville, Ill.

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PORTLAND CLASSIFICATIONS 
Some changes are announced for 
the classifications at the Pacific Inter- 
national Livestock Exposition for 
1936, as a result of recommendations 
made by a committee appointed last 
fall by the Western Section of the 
American Dairy Science Association, 
to work out uniform classifications 
for the western shows. This commit- 
tee consisted of Otto J. Hill, Chair- 
man, Ralph Hodgson, J. C. Knott, 
Roger W. Morse, H. A. Mathiesen, C. 
W. Robinson, E. W. Van Tassell, T. 
R. Warren and Ivan Loughary. The 
committee recommended that the Pa- 
cific International and shows of simi- 
lar standing, should offer six, eight 
and ten moneys in the- various 
classes. Besides the regular classes, 
there will be classes for three-year-old 
bulls and four-year-old cows, the year- 
ling classes, both male and female, 
will be divided into senior and jun- 
jor sections and there will be no jun- 
ior calf classes. Base dates will be 
July 1 and January 1 to conform to 
the new National rules. 

Groups will'include Graded Herd, 
consisting of a bull two years old or 
over, a female four years old or over, 
a female two years old and under 
four, a yearling heifer and a heifer 
calf; Breeder’s Young Herd, consist- 
ing of a bull under two years old, two 
yearling heifers and two heifer 
calves, the females to be bred by ex- 
hibitor; Breeder’s Calf Herd, consist- 
ing of a bull calf and two heifer 
calves, the heifers bred by exhibitor; 
Dairy Herd, consisting of four females 
two years old or over, all to have 
freshened at least once; Senior Get of 
Sire, four animals, all two years old 
or over, sired by one bull and not 
more than two to be bulls; Junior 
Get of Sire, four animals under two 
years old, with the same restrictions 
as for senior Gets; Produce of Dam, 
two animals of either sex, out of one 
cow. Except in the Get and Produce 
classes, all animals must be owned 
by exhibitor. 

The State Herd competition will be 
for groups of eight animals, consist- 
ing of a bull two years old or over, a 
bull under two years. old, three fe- 
males three years old or over, a two- 
year-old heifer, yearling heifer and 
heifer calf. Not more than three ani- 
mals in any group to be owned by 
any one exhibitor and each exhibitor’s 
herd to be located in the state which 
he represents. 

Cows competing in the aged, four- 
year-old, three-year-old and two-year- 
old classes shall be paid a 25% in- 
crease over the listed premium if they 
have Advanced Register or Registry 
of Merit records above the following 
minimum requirements: Age at begin- 
hing record. 5 years or over 450 Ibs. 
butter fat; 414 and under 5 yrs. 425 
Ibs. butter fat: 4 and under 414 years 
400 Ibs. butter fat: 3144 and under 4 
ore lbs. butter fat; 3 and under 3% 
390 Ibs. butter fat; 2144 and under 3 
years 325 lbs. butter fat: under 2% 
years 300 lbs. butter fat. 

Certificates showing this production 
must be submitted prior to showing in 


the open classes, or other evidence 
must be furnished from the Breed 
Association. D. H. I. A. records 


(Standard Plan) will be accepted 
when approved by the State College 
of Agriculture Extension Service. 
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O. M. Plummer, General Manager of 
the Pacific International, announces 
that these recommendations of the 
committee have all been accepted and 
that the Exposition will increase its 
prize money offered for Holsteins to 
$1,650. The show will be held in its 
permanent home at Portland, Oregon, 
October 3 to 10, the week preceding 
the National Dairy Show in Dallas.

WM. SCHOOF DISPERSAL 


The dispersal of the Wm. C. Schoof 
herd was held on May 11 at the farm 
near Washington, Mich., under the 
management of C. B. Smith, Pincon- 
ning, Mich. A terrific storm which 


broke during the sale and dispersed 
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the buyers before all the animals 
were sold, undoubtedly had its effect 
on the final sale total, but the average 
of $155.28 for 36 head was considered 
very satisfactory. Feature of this 
Ormsby-bred herd was the senior sire, 
Sir Marathon Posch, who topped the 
sale at $900, and 22 of his offspring. 
The bull, a five-year-old son of De- 
CreamCo Calamity Posch and M BB 
Fanny (897 lbs. fat), recognized by 
many as one of the greatest daugh- 
ters of the famous Marathon Bess 
Burke, has demonstrated his value in 
the herd as a sire of type and evident 
production and his daughters just 
coming into milk give much promise 
in this direction. The 22 head’ sired 
by Sir Marathon Posch included eight 
2-year-olds and heifers soon due with 
first calf, two not yet bred and eight 
heifer calves, together with three bull 
calves and brought $2,565, with prices 
ranging up to $245 for a senior two- 
year-old from a granddaughter of De- 
CreamCo Calamity Posch. Top price 
for females was $250 paid for a six- 
year-old cow representing familiar 
Berylwood and Forum Farm lines cf 
breeding. She had a good start in 
Herd Test and is in calf to VanHoosen 
K P O P 82, King Bessie bred junior 
sire. The twelve females in milk 
made the fine average of $197.92, in- 
cluding five with Herd Test records 
at an average of $211. The sixteen 
head under two years of age included 
six bred heifers at an average of $165, 
one not bred at $105 and nine heifer 
calves at $72.22. Nine bulls averaged 
$163.33, prices dropping from the $900 
top to $190 for next high and down to 
$35 for a two months old bull ealf. 
The Schoof herd had a C. T. A. aver- 
age of 446 lbs. fat and was a splendid 
opportunity to secure animals rich in 
the Ormsby lines of breeding. 





RHODE JUDGING AT IOWA 


A total of $10,160 in breeders’ 
classes and $1,275 in 4-H Club, is 
offered for the five breeds of dairy 
cattle at the Iowa State Fair at Des 
Moines which will be held August 26 
to September 4, 1936. 


Holstein premiums for breeders are 
$3,160 of which $2,700 is in open 
money and $460 is in the Iowa divi- 
sion. 

Prof. C. S. Rhode of Illinois will 
judge Holsteins on September 2 and 


3, starting at 8:15 a. m. 


Chimacum Farms, Chimacum, Wash., 
will continue to be an important factor 
in the Holstein industry in the North- 
west, as was indicated when Mr. and 
Mrs. Stephen Bishop visited the Mid- 
dle West in search of herd sires to 
carry on the good work that Chima- 
cum has done in the past. The two 
sons of the late Senator “Billy” 
Bishop, who worked with their father 
in the development of the herd, will 
operate the farm as a family partner- 
ship. The Bishops visited Pabst Farms 
where a great bull of their breeding 
was in heavy service years ago and 
were shown through a number of the 
State Institution herds by Supervisor 
Glen Householder. From Wisconsin 
they went to Elmwood Farms in IIl- 
inois and were planning to visit herds 
through the Southwest on their return 
trip to the Coast. 
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Week-end at Overbrook 


It had been nearly three years since 
my last visit to Overbrook Dairy and 
although I had kept quite closely in 
touch with things there through 
correspondence and talks with others 
who visit there, I was amazed at the 
progress that has been made since 
the summer of 1933. At that time the 
first calves by North Star Jim Dandy 
were just arriving and only a handful 
of the Bell Farm Suzone daughters 
were old enough to have dropped their 
second calves. On my recent visit I 
found the Jim Dandy daughters in 
milk, with some half a dozen or more 
having just finished their first lacta- 
tions with others soon to finish and 
the barns were full of heavy milking 
Suzone daughters, the oldest of which, 
I was told, will cross the 100,000-Ib. 
mark for milk during the current 
year. 

Since the death of the old founda- 
tion sire, King Sweet, last year, these 
two sires, “Suzone” and “Jim Dandy” 
have been the two senior sires at 
Overbrook. Many perhaps do not 
realize that these two sires have fifty 
per cent the same breeding, both 
being out of daughters of King Mabel 
Segis Korndyke and both sired by 
sons of the old North Star brood cow, 
Ollie Homestead Oak De Kol, giving 
them two grandparents in common, 
with the other grandparents repre- 
senting distinct outcrosses. Both 
bulls were selected by Mark Keeney 
as youngsters on the basis of their 
proven blood lines, although neither 
were by proven sires at the time they 
came to Overbrook. Both developed 
into sires very similar in type, not 
large bulls but with lots of dairy 
quality, with good square rumps, nice 
dairy shoulders, good strength 
through the heart, straight top's—in 
short, a desirable pair of dairy sires 
to look at and both doing a fine job of 
siring dairy cattle. 

The figures show that “Suzone” is 
passing on to his daughters a material 
increase in milk production and only 
a slight falling off in fat percentage, 
the total fat being somewhat in- 
creased on the average, which is no 
small job when we consider he was 
mated quite largely with the famous 
King Sweet daughters. The Jim 
Dandy daughters are all proving to be 
much higher testers than their dams 
and although it is too early to say 
definitely, they appear to be nearly 
if not quite maintaining the milk pro- 
duction. They show a bit more style 
and flash than anything else in the 
herd, perhaps due as much to their 
more attractive heads than to any 
other one feature. Ten of them in a 
row in the milking barn show as nice 
a lot of udders as can be found any- 
where and as you go through the calf 
barn and the groups of heifers at pas- 
ture you can pick out the Jim Dandy 
daughters almost invariably.  Al- 


though the Jim Dandies attract the 
most attention among visitors, Mark 
is pretty strong for the Suzones be- 
cause they are real dairy cows and 
they pour out the milk which is the 
purpose of the herd—a source of sup- 
ply of dairy products for some 2,600 


people, inmates, staff and employes 
of Essex County Hospital. 


Two other sires are now getting 
quite a bit of service at Overbrook. 
A young fellow known as “Supreme’”’ 
is sired by “‘Suzone”’ and out of Essex 
Speckled Sweet, with over 120,000 lbs. 
milk in her lifetime and still going 
strong. She is a daughter of King 
Sweet from the old 30,000-lb. brood 
cow, Speckled Segis, with a life pro- 
duction of 173,417 lbs. milk. Now two 
years old, Suzone Supreme is getting 
calves that show a lot of promise as 
youngsters. The other bull, King 
Sweet Tweede, is an_ eight-year-old 
son of King Sweet from a daughter of 
Spring Farm King that Overbrook has 
recently brought back for service 
after spending his best years in a 
small farmer’s herd. He could be 
fitted into quite a show bull and his 
first Overbrook calves, now just arriv- 
ing, show a lot of class. 


As World readers well know, the 
Overbrook herd recently completed 
its third year of H. I. R. work, with a 
three-year average of over 600 lbs. fat 
on an average of well over 80 head, 
an average unapproached by any 
other herd of its size. It is this re- 
markable production that makes it 
possible for Mark Keeney to furnish 
milk to the hospital at a cost of 6 
cents per quart, with quite a big item 
of expense being interest on a farm 
plant valued as $126,000. With farm 
land worth $1,000 per acre in this 
metropolitan area, very little farming 
can be done and with the exception of 
a limited amount of pasture and some 
green feed, practically everything the 
cattle eat has to be purchased. Under 
these conditions, it is no small job 
to run the dairy in such a way that 
the board of nine Freeholders, who 
control the political destines of this 
county of over one million people can 
stay sold on the idea that some 2,000 
quarts of milk a day can be produced 
cheaper than it could be bought. 


The entire herd is now of their own 
breeding with the exception of the 
two herd sires and four of the older 
cows. These four old cows are ex- 
cellent samples of the kind of foun- 
dation cows that Mark Keeney picked. 
One is Speckled Segis, with an A. R. 
record of 1,044 lbs. fat from over 30,- 
000 Ibs. milk. She has produced 173.,- 
417 lbs. milk in her lifetime which 
has all been spent at Overbrook, 1s 
they purchased her in dam about 13 
vears ago. She has at least four or 
five generations of descendants in the 
herd and they include some of the 
greatest ones. there. Two of her 
daughters have passed the 100,000-Ib. 
mark. She was bred to her grandson, 
Suzone Supreme, the day I was there. 


Another not bred at the farm is 
Lady De Kol Korndyke Segis Canary, 
who recently made a Herd Test rec- 
ord of better than 30,000 lbs. milk on 
three-time milking and with a lifetime 
record at 8 years old of 111,729 Ibs. 
milk. Mark Keeney fell in love with 
her when he noticed her as a heifer 
in a farmer’s pasture, when he hap- 
pened to be driving by, and he 
stopped and bought her. 
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Then there is Hazel Segis Green- 
gables 3d, who has made better than 
800 lbs. fat per year for several years 
in Herd Test. Mark considers her one 
of his greatest brood cows. 


The fourth cow bred elsewhere js 
Essex Pontiac Sweet Lothian, a King 
Sweet daughter purchased in dam 
when the herd was established thir- 
teen years ago. She has a long string 
of A. R. records up to 890 lbs. fat, at 
least two Herd Test records above 800 
lbs. fat each and a lifetime milk rec. 
ord of 167,408 lbs. milk. She is one of 
the ten 100,000-lb. milk producers that 
King Sweet has sired, six of which 
are still living and in the herd. There 
are only about twenty daughters of 
King Sweet left in the herd but the 
balance of the herd consists almost 
entirely of his granddaughters, great 
granddaughters and more remote 
descendants. 

It is a thrilling experience to visit a 
herd like Overbrook, especially when 
you can do it in the company of a real 
cow man like Mark Keeney, who 
knows and loves his cows as few own- 
ers do, and the week-end at Over- 
brook was a fitting and happy prelude 
to the Royal Brentwood.

N. H. sold a son of Sir Inka May 
Walker to Gehman Dairy Farms, In¢., 
Macungie, Pa. for $200 and Bell 
Farms a son of Ormsby Sensation 23d 
to Carl L. Smith, McAlisterville, Pa.

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A Canadian View of “Brentwood” 


If you are a Holstein breeder and 
follow current events at all closely, we 
know that at some time during the 
past few weeks you have had a sort 
of yen to be at the ringside for the 
opening of Paul Misner’s Royal Brent- 
wood Sale, held this year on Monday, 
May 18 at beautiful Lauxmont Farms, 
Wrightsville, Pa. The changing loca- 
tion each year serves to strengthen in- 
terest in this annual event but it is 
doubtful if at any previous sale has 
the setting been quite so magnificent 
as here. 

As for “Lauxmont”, in addition to 
the natural beauty, practically every 
gadget known in modern dairy equip- 
ment has here been installed and in 
addition an excellent herd of Hol- 
steins is also maintained. All added 
to the interest of the visitors to the 
1936 event, the estimated number be- 
ing well over 1,000. It was said that 
in the parking yard were cars carry- 
ing license plates of practically every 
State in the Union as well as several 
from Provinces across the Canadain 
Border. Why all the interest, you 
ask? The reasons are many, the most 
Important one of course’ being the 
assembling of good cattle. But from 
even the most distant States came 
scores of breeders who had no thought 
or even the means with which to pur- 
chase ; they have learned from asso- 
Clation with previous sales to expect 
something new each year in the man- 
agement of this event. Just what novel 
feature that Paul is going to introduce 
‘this year” is always cause for con- 
Jecture at Brentwood, and this carries 
through right up to post time. 

The famous breakfast to the con- 
Signors at seven thirty on the morning 
of the sale, started with the first 
Brentwood and has been continued 
throughout. It is said that not even one 
millionaire owner or plain dirt farmer 
has yet missed one of these early 
me gatherings. Just previous to 
eng seated this year, there arrived by 
aeroplane for the breakfast coffee, a

tion Farms, Seattle establishment, the

moments later all is ready for the 
eight mile trek from York to the farm 
at Wrightsville. 

Characteristic of American political 
patronage two state motorcycle pa- 
trolmen led the way and as early as 
9:30 the parking area at Lauxmont 
was filled almost to over-flowing. With 
the sale billed for 10:30 an hour was 
left for inspection of the cattle but 
just a word here, regarding the prep- 
arations at the ringside. The tent 
erected for shelter was all of 150 feet 
long with seating accommodation of 
upwards of 700 people. The reserve 
section set off for the owners and dis- 
tinguished guests, would seat probably 





150, entrances to which was a punch 
hole made personally by Mr. Misner in 
the cover page of the sale catalogue. 

The sale catalogue by way, being of 
a real souvenir style, the cost of which 
was said to be over $1.20 per individ- 
ual copy. 

A raised platform occupied the mid- 
section of the tent and this was bank- 
ed on three sides with Geraniums and 
edged by suitable foliage. At 10 o’clock 
the seats were commencing to fill and 
at 10:28 the first animal in the selling 
order stood outside the sale ring wait- 
ing to enter. There was no speech 
making other than a few brief words 
of welcome from the host S. F. Laucks, 
owner of Lauxmont, and promptly at 
10:30 the bugle sounded and in came 
the first cow. She started at $200 and 
sold at $875, before the allowed time 
of four minutes elapsed, but the sec- 
ond entry in was not of the same 
quality and with the auctioneer still 
calling for bids the bugle sounded an- 
nouncing “time up” and down she 
went to the last musical note. Prob- 
ably not more than a dozen, times 
throughout the sale was the bugle 
sounded, and this happened quite as 
often with the cheaper entries as it 
did with the higher price animals. 

In all 92 animals were sold from 
10:30 A. M to 4:30 P. M. for a total 
of just under $42,000 and average of 
$448.00 per head. 

The gale in detail is certain to be 
covered by the editors of The World 
both of whom were at the ringside, 
and therefore we have made no at- 
tempt to individualize, but in this sec- 
tion we would like to give Canadian 
readers our impressions as to public 
appraisal of various Canadian Holstein 
families in the United States. 

Of first interest on this side of the 
line was of course the appreciation 
shown the Canadian consignment of 
T. R. Dent. Mr. Dent sent from his 
Springbank Farm at Woodstock, one 
eight-months-old son and a pair of 12 
months twin daughters of his assistant 
herd sire Montvic Rag Apple Pietje, 
this sire being the highest record son 
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of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. On the 
dam’s side of the pedigree the bull calf 
was from a 1,027-lb. sister of the record 
life-time producer Springbank Snow 
Countess, while the twin heifers were 
daughters of Springbank Abbekerk 
Snow 1,192-lb. daughter of old “Count- 
ess” herself. For these three young 
things Mr. Dent received a total of 
$1,170., the bull going to the $510 bid 
of C. S. Erb & Co. of Middletown, 
Penn., which firm has in the past sev- 
eral years taken upwards of 1,000 head 
of Holsteins from Canada. The twin 
heifers also went into quite a notable 
breeding establishment, the purchaser 
being Henry A. Schell Jr., of Phoenix- 
ville, Pa., consigner of the sale head- 
liner Carnation Ormsby Sir Bessie, son 
of the Carnation Farms World’s record 
cow, Carnation Ormsby Butter King. 


As was expected, this entry topped 
the sale going to Femco Farms, 
Breckenridge, Minn., at $3,500. He was 
well above the average on an individ- 
uality score and his sire Sir Inka May 
is of course the most advertised sire 
in service at Carnation Farms. An- 
other son of Sir Inka May out of a 
1,390 lb. butter daughter of Matador 
Segis Ormsby, and consigned by Car- 
nation Farms, sold above the four fig- 
ure mark to the University of Vir- 
ginia. 

While not the top, probably the 
most sensational price of the sale was 
the $1,400 price paid by John A. Bell 
for the less than 2-months old son of 
the noted 1,214-lb. matron Lashbrook 
Pearl Ormsby. He came from the herd 
of Dunloggin, Ellicott City, Md., which 
is under the management of Mr. Mis- 
“ner. The above three mentioned bulls 
were the only animals to reach the 
$1,000 mark in the male section. Dun- 
loggin Glora, a 5-year-old cow sired by 
a son of the 1,180-lb. Canadian butter 
cow, Lenroc Johanna Rue Alice, the 
only female selling above $1,000 the 
purchaser being John A. Bell and the 
price $1,125 and Bellevue Ormsby 
First Lady, consigned by U. S. Naval 
Academy Dairy also went to Mr. Bell 
on his bid of $1,100. 


Lauxmont Farms consigned one of 
their oldest daughters of the formerly 
Canadian owned sire Montvic Rag 
Apple Netherland, in the 12 months 
old heifer Lauxmont Rag Apple Ollie 
and she made the very pleasing price 
of $550 selling to Elizabeth Arden of 
beauty culture fame. 


General Posch, another Canadian 
bred son of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst,

Henri de Mascouche, Quebec, has re- 
signed to go into business for him- 
self on his farm near Fergus, Ont., 
15 miles from Guelph, where he has 
been gradually assembling a small 
Holstein herd. He will now be able 
to give more of his time to his own 
breeding operations and expects to 
build up a real quality small herd. 
In his spare time Mr. Hampton will 
sell a mineral supplement to dairy- 
men of. his district.

foundation herd. The following year 
he started testing for tuberculosis and 
also began production testing in R. O. 
P., which he has continued ever since. 

The three purchases of which he 
felt most proud were Springbank 
Countess Re-Echo and her sister, 
Springbank Queen, and the present 
herd sire, Carnation Cavalier Segis. 
Before his death he had the pleasure 
of seeing both these cows across the 
100,000-lb. mark for milk and the bull 
showing evidence of becoming a highly 
satisfactory sire. 

While he never sought public life, 
he was always interested in commu- 
nity affairs and played an active role 
in his church. He was instrumental 
in establishing rural mail, telephone 
and:-Hydro in his community.

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DAIRY BARN AT DALEFORD AND ONE OF THE GOOD COWS 


“Wes” Hosford of Alberta 


By T. L. TOWNSEND 


The first blizzard of the year forced 
me to cut short my visit in the Calgary 
area the latter part of October and 
head for home. I chose to return by 
way of Edmonton and Saskatoon. Al- 
though the storm had broken it was a 
real winter’s day when J. W. “Wes.” 
Hosford called for me on the morning 
of the 30th of October at my Hotel in 
Edmonton and drove me out to his 
farm in his comfortable, heated, late- 
model, automobile. The snow was ly- 
ing from 8 inches to one foot in depth 
on the level and many roads were im- 
passable for cars but “Wes” lives 
some ten miles southeast on the high- 
way to Tofield and points east so the 
road was good. 

I have visited “Wes’’ a number of 
times in the last seven years and have 
always been impressed with the fine 
herd of cattle he keeps and the very 
good production he gets from them but 
never more so than on this last visit. 
This morning his milk records showed 
that four cows in his stable has given 
41, 41.5, 41 and 39 pounds of milk re- 
spectively. At night these same cows 
produced from 387 to 39 pounds. One 
of the best of these a three-year-old 
reached 81 lbs. as a total for the day 
on just two milkings. These cows 
stood in their stanchions along with 
some 35 other good producers who 
were not at the peak of their produc- 
tion at the time but doing well never- 
theless. They were fed and cared for 
along with the rest of the herd, the 
only difference being that they re-

cived more because they were pro- 
ducing more. 


The individual who is in the habit 
of weighing milk from his cows 
knows that 40 pounds is a lot of milk 
to take from a cow at one time. He 
knows that no matter how good an in- 
herent producer may be she will not 
produce this amount of milk unless 
she is properly prepared for freshen- 
ing, calves normally and is fed care- 
fully afterward. A good cow can no 
more give 80 lbs. of milk on two milk- 
ings without proper preparation for 
the job than a race horse can make a 
mile in two minutes if not in shape 
for it. 

“Wes” Hosford does not keep a rac- 
ing herd of cows but has one of the 
most useful and good type herds of 
Holsteins for its size in Western 
Canada. It has been built since the 
Great War. Previous to going oOver- 
seas and serving at the front he and 
his brother B. E. Hosford homesteaded 
out near Oyen, Alberta which is not 
the Garden of Eden of the West. On 
returning from the Front they did not 
return to their homesteads but pur- 
chased land under the Soldier Settle- 
ment plan near Edmonton. ‘‘Wes” ob- 
tained 240 acres of land to his liking 
and decided to go into the milk busi- 
ness. His father-in-law a pioneer of 
the Clover Bar district nearby “grub- 
staked” him to a 8 or 9 milk cows for 
a start. There is an old saying that 
one should never look a gift horse in 
the mouth but “Wes” is the kind that 
could not help but look in the milkpail 
when he got up from milking any one 
of these cows and as a result he sold 
the bunch and bought what he con- 
sidered two good pure bred Holsteins 
from another Clover Bar resident, the 
late Harry Smith by name. A good 
many people including his father-in- 
law shook their heads and made dire 
predictions about anyone who would 
be so crazy as to sell a whole herd of 
cows and buy two with the money. 
Mrs. Hosford will now admit that she 
had her doubts herself. 


Mr. Hosford has a good barn, a very 
well equipped milk house with a steam 
boiler for sterilizing the milk utensils. 
For a number of years he supplied 
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special babies’ milk to the Edmonton 
City Dairy at a premium but since the 
milk business has been put under the 
supervision of a milk board this pre- 
mium for special milk was taken from 
him and he is now on the same basis 
as every other shipper which means 
considerable in his monthly milk 
cheque. 

In establishing his herd of pure 
breds, besides buying from a number 
of well known Alberta herds he made 
several trips to British Columbia and 
the Fraser Valley. In buying cattle 
he has always been somewhat fearless 
in buying what he wanted rather than 
buying something for a price. I do 
not wish to infer that he never made 
a mistake in buying cattle. No one was 
ever so fortunate as that. He was 
learned much more from some of the 
mistakes he has made. Hs is a rather 
critical buyer and an even more 
critical owner when he gets them in 
his barn and producing. He wants 
them to look good as well as produce 
profitably. 


The first, bull Mr. Hosford used was 
Bonnie Brae Cornucopia Pontiac 40410. 
He was purchased from Jos. Laycock 
of Okotoks, Alta. at the time of the 
Edmonton Exhibition in 1920 and cost 
Mr. Hosford $400. He proved to be a 
good bull. His best producing daugh- 
ter was Daleford Flora Pontiac that 
made a R. O. P. record of 19,837 lbs. 
of milk, 699 lbs. of fat with a test of 
3.52% in 365 days on twice-a-day milk- 
ing. This cow was sold to go to Japan 
at a good figure. 

The best breeding daughter of this 
bull is Winona Cornucopia DeKol a 
daughter of one of the original Harry 
Smith cows. Both mother and daugh- 
ter were show cows with extra good 
necks and shoulders which they have 
transmitted to their offspring. Win- 
ona was graded Gold Medal the high- 
est rating in the Advanced Registry 
for type. “Wes.” Hosford has _pro- 
duced six or eight Gold Medal cows. 
Winona was the mother of the three- 
year-old heifer that won second in her 
class at the 1935 Royal. She was also 
the mother of the junior heifer calf 
that was first at both Vancouver and 
Victoria Exhibitions this past summer 
and grand champion at the Calgary 
Fall Show. She also stood third in 
her class at the Royal last fall. An- 
other daughter of “Winona” namely 
Daleford Winnifred Pontiac has 
proven a good breeding cow as well as 
a good producer. She being the dam 
of the three-year-old mentioned in the 
first part of the story as having milked

prize junior calf at Vancouver and Vic- 

toria, also third at the Royal. Owned 
by J. W. Hosford. 
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81 pounds a day, on twice-a-day milk- 
ing. 

Another good producer in the Hos- 
ford herd is Clary Helbon Alcartra a 
daughter of Alcartra Vrouka_ King. 
She has completed a good R. O. P. rec- 
ord every year since she was a two- 
year-old and in 7 consecutive years 
has produced over 114,000 Ibs. of milk. 
Her best years work was as a four- 
year-old when she gave 19,474 lbs. of 
milk and 653 Ibs. of butterfat. All 
these records were made on just two 
milkings a day and most of them in 
the 305 day division. 

The present herd sire at the head 


of Mr. Hosford’s herd of ‘“Daleford 
High Producing Holsteins” is Hays 


Follow Through. His calves so far are 
a very uniform and typy bunch. His 
first daughter is the one that was first 
at Vancouver and Victoria and third 
at the Royal last year. He has some 
younger daughters coming on that look 
equally good. His sire is Hays Johan 
DeKol that was second in his class at 
the 1932 Royal and whose dam has 
over 24,000 pounds of milk and she is 
from one of the best daughters of 
Colony Morag McKinley. The dam of 
Hays Follow Through was a show cow, 
Hays Christeria Inka who was by a 
son of Sir Inka May. 

The Hosford cows are fed well on 
mostly home grown feeds. He used to 
grow silage for his cows but the last 
few years he has been able to obtain 
wet brewers grains from a brewery in 
Edmonton and has discontinued silage. 
The cows get a grain mixture of two 
parts of oat chop, one of barley chop 
and one of bran. This is fed at the 
rate of about one pound of grain to six 
pounds of milk and in addition they 
get a good shovel full of brewers’ 
grains. The heavy milkers are fed 
grain three times a day the rest just 
twice. Both minerals and salt are 
mixed with the grain and fed regu- 
larly. In addition they are fed one 
feed of hay, one green feed and one 
of alfalfa a day. 

“Wes.” Hosford raises good calves 
something rare for a dairyman. They 
are fed a limited amount of whole milk 
for the first month then switched to 
skimmed milk which is fed until they 
are five or six months old. The calves 
also receive whole oats and bran as 
soon as they will nibble at it and 
about all they will eat until six months 
old. 

The cows are given brewers grains 
and chop all summer and run on Wes- 
tern Rye grass pasture until late 
summer when they get some alfalfa 
pasture. He grows all of his green 
feed and oats and barley and most of 
his alfalfa but has to buy some. He 
also grows up to 1,000 bushels of 
wheat a year for -chicken feed and 
some for sale. 

Rhode Island Red chickens are an- 
other specialty of Mr. and Mrs. Wes. 
Hosford. They plan on keeping about 
350 layers. The chickens are given 
the same good attention as the dairy 


cattle and return a good monthly in- 
come. 





GREAT LIFETIME CAREER ENDED 

Ben. Thomson, Moose Jaw, Sask., 
reports that due to an udder injury 
which made her useless as a milk 
producer the very notable career of 
Alcartra Korndyke Snowball is ended. 
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This cow was not only a good pro- 
ducer herself but also a good repro- 
ducer. Most of her records were made 
during the last seven years when 
weather and feed conditions in the 
Moose Jaw district have not been 
favorable for heavy production. She 
freshened first at less than 26 months 
old, on March 14, 1925 and produced 
21,446 lbs. of milk and 689 lbs. of but- 
terfat. She freshened again on March 
30, 1926 but no record was kept of her 
production. She came in again on 
March 24, 1927 and produced 14,199 
lbs. of milk and 506 lbs. of fat. From 
March 5, 1928, she produced 19,552 
Ibs. of milk and 670 lbs. of fat. She 
came back again on March 1, 1929 and 
again produced 19,390 Ibs. of milk 
774.9 lbs. of butterfat. She calved on 
June 9, 1930 and produced 22,480 lbs. 
of milk and 807 Ibs. of fat. She 
freshened next on March 7, 1932 and 
produced 21,457 lbs. of milk and 685 
lbs. of fat. On September 4, 1933, she 
gave 15,030 lbs. of milk and 482 lbs. 
of fat and on October 7, 1934 she 
again calved and produced 19,730 lbs. 
of milk and 624 lbs. of fat. A _ total 
of 153,284 lbs. of milk and 5,237.9 lbs. 
of fat plus the unrecorded production 
as a three-year-old. Her two year 
four year and six year. old records 
were tested under R. O. P. The other 
figures are D. H. I. A. records. She 
had six daughters of which’ three 
were retained in the Thomson herd 
and made R. O. P. records, two with 
nearly 16,000 lbs. as 2 year olds. Al- 
cartra Korndyke Snowball was a sis- 
ter of the famous Canary Korndyke 
Alcartra both being by King Korn- 
dyke Darkness Keyes. This bull only 
had a few tested daughters but every- 
one proved to be tremendous and per- 
sistent producers. He in turn was 
by King Korndyke Lulu Keyes. She 
as well as “Canary” were bred _ by 
Fred V. Heeney, Ingersoll, Ont., and 
was brought to Western Canada by 
Sam Sifs of Stonewall, Man.

Alexandra Ormsby Rose 126709, one 
of the old foundation cows at Tran-

R. O. P. record at 10 years old of 
21,537 lbs. milk, 3.50%, 753 Ibs. fat, 
giving her eight R. O. P. records start- 
ing in two-year-old form, that total 
126,181 lbs. milk, 4,175 lbs. fat. 


She is only one of several great 
lifetime producers at this institution, 
other being Alexandra Birdie May with 
eight R. O. P. records totalling 147,158 
lbs. milk, 5.074 lbs. fat; Alexandra 
Tranquille Korndyke, with eight rec- 
ords totalling 125,550 Ibs. milk, 4,766 
Ibs. fat; Alexandra Ormsby Birdie, 
with seven records totalling 130,318 
Ibs. milk, 4,608 Ibs. fat; Alexandra 
Lady Ormsby, with seven records 
totalling 117,007 lbs. milk, 4,043 Ibs. 
fat; and Alexandra Verona May, with 
six records totalling 121,014 Ibs. milk, 
3,773 Ibs. fat. 


George Tapiscott, a former associate 
of Pete Moore at Colony Farm, has 
been in charge of this herd for years 
and under his skillful direction, the i2- 
stitution has built up one of the great- 
est producing herds in Western 
Canada. 
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An interesting and instructive his- 
tory of the development of the Hol- 


’ stein-Friesian breed in the Province 


of Nova Scotia, has been prepared 
by Gordon Campbell as an Econom- 
ics Term Paper for his work in Nova 
Scotia Agricultural College, where 
he has just completed his second 
year. Mr. Campbell was last year 
field man for the Nova Scotia branch 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada and this summer is serv- 
ing as Assistant Agricultural Repre- 
sentative at Sydney. 

The author refers briefly to the 
antiquity of the breed in Holland, 
to the early importations to America 
nearly 300 years ago, although the 
blood was not kept pure; to the first 
permanent importations made by 
Winthrop W. Chenery of Massa- 
chusetts in 1859, and to the intro- 
duction of the breed into Canada in 
1882. 

Holsteins first came to Nova 
Scotia in 1884 when importations 
were made from Holland by Cam- 
eron Brothers of New Glasgow, and 
Judge Weatherbie and Charles Ann- 
and of Grand Pre, as well as im- 
portations the same year, and for 
several years following, from the 
United States and purchases from 
Ontario, Canada, by J. E. Page & 
Sons of Amherst. H. F. Page moved 
to British Columbia in 1890, taking 
some of the Page and Annand Hol- 
steins with him and many present 
day Holsteins in the two provinces 
on the opposite coasts of the Do- 
minion trace }jto the Page cattle. 
Other pioneer breeders of the prov- 
ince were §S. A. Logan, father of 
Kenneth and Austin Logan who are 
still breeding Holsteins at Amherst; 
and Samuel Dickie, father of the 
Dickie Bros., now breeding at Truro. 
Few importations have been made 
in recent years. 

Although a maritime country like 
Holland, Nova Scotia with its high 
bare hills and rocky shores is not 
well adapted to Holstein breeding 
except in the Cobequid district and 
the Amherst section, with their out- 
lying marshes and in the fertile 
Stewiacke Valley, where great 
masses of roughage can be grown. 
The dyke areas of Kings County, es- 
pecially the Grand Pre district, also 
favor this breed. The census of 
1931 showed only 1176 pure bred 
Holsteins in all Nova Scotia out of 
a total of 8262 of all dairy breeds, 
With Holsteins ranking fourth 
among the five breeds. 


On March 31, 1935, nine Hol- 
stein herds of Nova Scotia, were 
listed as accredited herds, of which 
five were in the Amherst District 
and only one herd, that of the Nova 
Scotia Agricultural College, was 
abortion tested. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada was organized in 1883, 
and on January 1, 1936 had 4751 
members, of which 19 were from 
Nova Scotia. The Nova Scotia Hol- 
stein-Friesian Club, as it was then 
Named, was organized in 1931 un- 
_ the direction of R. A. Profitt, 
ee P. E. I., then Dominion 
Ssociation Fieldman for the Mari- 
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Holsteins in Nova Scotia 


times. After visiting most of the 
herds of the provinces, Mr. Profitt 
called a meeting of Nova Scotia 
breeders at the Maritime Winter 
Fair at Amherst on Nov. 10, 1931, 
at which a constitution was adopt- 
ed and directors elected, the direc- 
tors choosing the officers of the 
club. E. G. Campbell was elected 
president; Walter S. Dickie, vice 
president; and E. L. Eaton, secre- 
tary. In 1935 the name was changed 
to the Nova Scotia Branch, Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada, to 
conform to the advice of the parent 
association, and Scott Trenholm was 
elected presaident with Austin Lo- 
gan as vice president. Mr. Eaton 
has been secretary ever since the 
organization of the branch. Walter 
S. Dickie of the old established firm 
of Dickie Bros., has been Dominion 
Director from Nova Scotia ever since 
the local branch has been in exist- 
ance. 

In marketing their product, Hol- 
stein breeders in many parts of 
Nova Scotia have encountered great 
difficulties due to the demand for 
a higher testing milk and to the 
fact that milk in this province is not 
priced on a fat percentage basis, all 
milk bringing the same price re- 
gardless of test. In Sydney and per- 
haps other cities, Holstein milk is 
not accepted on the market, but the 
Holstein breed is quite strong in lo- 
ecalities where there are condensar- 
1es, 
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The author lists the 34 herds of 
Nova Scotia which contain some pure 
bred Holsteins and gives a _ short 
paragraph of description of each of 
the more important of these herds. 
Four Holstein Calf Clubs have been 
organized in the province, at Grand 
Pre, Kingston, Onslow and Stewi- 
acke East, which are keeping the 
young people of these communities 
interested in the breed. The bonuses 
offered by the Nova Scotia Govern- 
ment to Agricultural Societies and 
breeders with pure bred sires, are 
also stimulating the pure bred busi- 
ness and a number of recent sales 
of pure bred bulls are reported by 
Holstein breeders, especially in the 


The author concludes that in 
those sections of the province that 
are best adapted to Holsteins the fu- 
ture is bright, as more of these 
breeders go into R. O. P. testing and 
as they adopt vigorous disease erad- 
ication programs. This will enable 
Nova Scotia breeders to take ad- 
vantage of the rapidly growing de- 
mand for good Holsteins in other 
provinces of Canada and in the 
United States. The market for Hol- 
stein milk will be improved if Nova 
Scotia adopts the Ontario plan of 
pricing milk on a butterfat basis as 
the Holstein cow can produce butter- 
fat more economically than can the 
breeds giving smaller amounts of 
richer milk and the Holstein cow 
will hold her own in Nova Scotia as 
she does elsewhere, if given an op- 
portunity.

Cc. J. O’Connor has over 500 head 
in milk, and usually running over 
1,000 head, calves and all. He has 
a 2,500 acre farm and wholesales 
milk only. Mr. O’Connor is a re- 
tired banker and devotes all of his 
time to the farm and to say that he 
is enjoying it and succeeding at it 
is putting it mildly. 

Texas A. & M. was one of my 
most interesting visits. Prof. C. M. 
Shepardson has been head of the 
Department of Dairy Husbandry 
since 1928. He is a graduate of 
Colorado Agricultural College and 
obtained his Master’s Degree at Iowa 
State in 1924. Prof. A. L. Darnell 
is assistant in production. Here are 
103 pure bred Holsteins with 45 in 
milk, that last year in our H. I. R. 
averaged 390.1 pounds of fat. Just 
over 6,000 one-half pints of milk 
are bottled here daily for the dormi- 
tories. Texas A. & M. have a total 
of 3,400 students, with 1,100 en- 
rolled in agriculture and all men. 
I believe this ranks Texas A. & M. as 
having the largest enrollment of any 
agricultural college in the United 
States. There are 48 junior and 
senior dairy students. The entire 


herd, all breeds, at this station, has 
been negative on both tuberculosis 
and Bang for four years. I was in- 
terested here in this being consider- 
ably of a line-bred herd, founded 
largely on the blood of Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad, and a truly fine herd 
has been developed. I was very 
much impressed with the splendid 
udders and type in this herd. This 
herd has been officially classified. 
The youngest bull in service, is Sir 
Ormsby Tritomia Posch, by De- 
Creamco Calamity Posch and out of 
Iowaside Tritomia Eda, with 1,053 
pounds of butter, and she being a 
daughter of ‘Tritomia’s Pietertje 
Ormsby. The next oldest bull is 
Agtex Colantha Prince, now a three- 
year-old, is by Sir Daylight Paul- 
antha and out of a daughter of 
Dutchland Aaggie Tidy Prince 2nd.

bulls, and all of good type. I was 
especially interested here in pasture 
development. In this section some 
of the land has grown up to under- 
brush; by grubbing this out and 
leveling off the land the Bermuda 
grass practically starts on its own 
initiative. All that is necessary is 
to clip the pasture about three times 
during the season to keep the weeds 
off, and a good stand of Bermuda 
will be the result. Burr clover js 
used for pasture from Christmas to 
the month of May, and in the same 
pasture. Oat pasture is used tem- 
porarily during the winter months, 
or from October to April. The most 
difficult pasture season here is July 
to October. I saw here 30 cows on 
ten acres of permanent pasture, and 
these cows have been on this all 
season. Some little hay, silage, and 
grain are supplementary feeds to the 
pasture. These cows could all get 
a good mouth full of grass to each 
bite on this pasture. Usually pas- 
tures are considered so uncertain in 
some sections of the South that 
silage is fed almost the year around, 
however, I feel confident that with 
the leadership now being shown in 
this and other colleges that the 
South will before long be known as 
being among our best pasture sec- 
tions. 


The many friends of F. M. “Bo” 
Chestnut, formerly herdsman for 
Mount Riga, will be interested to 
know that he is now herdsman at 
Texas A. & M. 


San Antonio was next, where the 
memories of the tragic past will yet 
still voices to a whisper at The 
Alamo, where William Barrett 
Davis, David Crockett and a handful 
of men went down to gallant death 
before the onslaught of Santa 
Anna’s troops.

Fort Sam 
Houston, the largest infantry post 
in America, Randolph Field, the 


West Point of the air, and the larg- 
est in U. S., Kelly Field, Brooks 
Field, Camp Bullis and_ several 
other army training posts make this 
a very military appearing city.

of our Holsteins. It is of more than 
passing interest to note that this 
herd also has been officially classi- 
fied for type, and that in every in- 
stance where I have found a herd 
that has been officially classified I 
have found a breeder who knows the 
kind of udders he wants to breed 
and in most instances he is obtain- 
ing good udders. Mr. Maverick is 
using a bull of his own breeding, 
Sunshine Carnation, now an eight- 
year-old. He is by Walcowis Ollie 
Denver who was’ by’ Dutchland 
Creamelle Denver Prince. His dam 
is Walcowis Johanna Butter Maid 
who is a daugther of North Star 
Gift Johanna. This bull has bred 
splendid udders. A young bull is 
now coming on, and he is by Twin 
Ona Bonheur of Firestone Farms, 
and his dam is by King Ormsby Vee- 
man Pontiac. Mr. Maverick is us- 
ing mesquite grass for pasture. This 
grass is best in the spring, and has 
the best rebound after a rain of any 
of the southern pasture grasses. 

I was intensely interested in 
meeting Mr. Maverick, considering 
the usage of the cowboy term of his 
name. I will pass it on to you as 
being the only authentic version. 
Mr. Samuel A. Maverick, a gradu- 
ate of Yale, arrived in San Antonio 
Over 100 years ago, and shortly after 
his arrival the Texas Revolution 
broke out and he joined General 
Houston’s army under Gen. Milam. 
It is interesting to note that he and 
a number of others of his company 
were captured by the Mexicans and 
had they not been captured they 
would have been at The Alamo and 
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undoubtedly have suffered the fate 
of those other patriots. He also was 
a member of the First Congress of 
the Republic, which declared the in- 
dependence of Texas from Mexico. 
In 1845 a neighbor owed Mr. Mav- 
erick $1,200 and could not pay him 
in cash but offered him 400 cows at 
$3.00 per head. He did not want 
the cattle, but it was cattle or noth- 
ing. Mr. Maverick passively re- 
ceived them and left them in charge 
of a colored family, nominally slave, 
but essentially free, while he and 
his family returned to San Antonio. 
He forgot about the vattle until 
1856, when he went to see them, 
and there were still 400 head. He 
scold them for $6.00 apiece. Natur- 
ally during that eleven year period 
there were many offspring dropped, 
none of which were branded, and it 
was during this eleven year period 
that ‘‘maverick’’ came into common 
usage to indicate the unbranded 
animal. The name took and spread 
and filled an aching void for today 
the cowboy would be lonesome if he 
could not call a maverick a maver- 
ick. Mr. Samuel A. Maverick was 
never a cattle king, with the excep- 
tion of these animals he never 
owned any other cattle. Mr. Sam- 
uel A. Maverick was our Mr. J. S. 
Maverick’s grandfather. 

Mr. R. E. Hildebrand, producer- 
distributor, San Antonio, Texas, 
owns and operates two dairies, the 
Alta Vista and the Rio Vista, having 
a total of 125 cows with 60 in milk, 
all Holsteins being purebreds. Twin 
Ona Bonheur of Firestone, is senior 
herd sire. I saw here a daughter of 





Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld. Her 
son by the Firestone bull is junior 
herd sire. This is a very good Hol- 
stein herd with very good udders. 
Mr. Hildebrand with Mr. Maverick 
are the leading Holstein exhibitors 
in this part of the state. Mr. Hilde- 
brand’s farm consist of 850 acres, 
400 of which is in pasture. Sudan 
grass is used in the summer and 
oat pasture in the winter. 

Henry Goedrich, Halletsville, 
Texas, is one of our newest breeders, 
having 9 pure breds and a few 
grades. Two heifers about to freshen 
and two cows here were especially 
nice, in fact all four would make 
very creditable records in the show 
ring. 

Gerhard Ruether, LaGrange, 
started breeding Holsteins in 1929, 
He now has 34 head, 18 in milk, 
eight of them being pure breds. Mr. 
Ruether is making a real success 
with Holsteins. 

Mr. J. E. Foster, Houston has a 
good producing herd of 40 Hol- 
steins in milk with a total of just 
over 100 head, and is one of the 
few producer distributors of baby 
Holstein milk in Texas. 

My next stop was the Mississippi 
A and M at Starkville. Prof. J. S. 
Moore is head of the Dept. of Dairy 
Husbandry here and has done a 
marvelous piece of work in pasture 
development. I have been = em- 
phasizing the pasture work done in 
these states, since it is my opinion 
that pastures have been most diffi- 
cult to develop, and to see now the 
fine results that have been obtained 
by these college men is proof of the 
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good they have 
plished and will mean so much to 
the farmers of these states. Prof. 
Moore is obtaining pasture from De- 
cember on with smooth vetch, from 
January on with black Medic (close 
to white sweet clover), from March 
on with white sweet clover, from 
May on with Bermuda grass. Prof. 
Moore has been head of the depart- 


actually accom- 


ment here for 35 years and has 
built up a fine dairy herd of three 
breeds with the money made en- 


tirely from the income of the farm, 
there having been no state help in 
the purchase of any of the stock or 
equipment. No Holsteins have been 
added to the herd as yet, however, 
it is Prof. Moore’s hope that they 
can be added soon. What a fine 
thing it would be for some: breeder 
to donate to this state a foundation 
of four or six well bred heifers and 
a herd sire. 

Not far from the State University 
is the city of Columbus, the home of 
Mr. E. Russell Clark and family. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Clark take a most 
active interest in Holstein activities 
as well as in 4-H club work. Their 
two daughters, Edith and Alice, ac- 
complishments, are outstanding evi- 
dence of their parents keen interest. 
The Clarks formerly farmed in Wis- 
consin, where in 1922 and again in 


1923, Miss Edith was Wisconsin 
State Holstein 4-H girl champion. 
Late in 1923 the Clarks moved to 
Mississippi where they purchased 


their present 2,000 acre farm, and 


a beautiful plantation it is too. 
‘Since coming to Mississippi Miss 


Alice has purchased a 306 acre farm 
of her own. Edith has nine pure 
bred Holsteins of the highest 
quality. These girls with their 
father and mother have been our 
leading Holstein exhibitors at Mem- 
phis, Nashville and Jackson fairs, and 


have been consistent winners. They 
have also been the leaders in the 
organization and successful man- 


agement of a county fair at Colum- 
bus. Miss Alice Clark will be re- 
membered by the Seattle delegates 
as the 1935 delegate from Missis- 
sippi and a most active and in- 
terested delegate she was too. 

The Arkansas State T. B. Sana- 
torium at Boonville, Arkansas, has 
another splendid Holstein herd of 
210 head, with 90 in milk, all pure 
breds. Mr. John C. Carpenter is 
superintendent of the dairy farm 
and is taking the keenest interest in 
the development of the herd. All 
milk produced is delivered to the 
540 patients daily in over 3,800 
bottles. I was especially pleased 
with the fine feeding program 
worked out here by Mr. Carpenter, 
and also with the splendid produc- 
tion he is obtaining from the herd. 

The oldest sire in use is Alfagold 
Radium Star, by a son of Pabst 
Korndyke Star and out of Johanna 
Echo May, she having a_ 1,000 
pound D. H. I. A. fat record. His 
sire, Radium was grand champion 
bull at N. Y. State Fair in 1921. 
The next oldest bull, Oostie Inkarna- 
tion Prospect, now just five years 
old is by Inkarnation and out of 
Carnation Pietertje Carrie, with 750 
pounds of fat. She is by a son of 
Segis Pietertje Prospect. I was 
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especially enthused with the type of 
this bull. He is one of our show 
bulls and I would like very much to 
see him exhibited this coming year. 
The youngest bull now in service is 
Mount Riga Admiral, by Carnation 
Supreme and out of Iowanna Prima 
Donna 4th, with 1,136 pounds of, 
butter. She is by Meadow Holm 
Ona Hartog King. A bull had just 
been purchased from Elmwood but 
had not arrived, being by King Bes- 
sie Plus 26th and out of Bessie 
Ormsby Idaline, with a two-year-old 
record of 1,070 of butter and 27,632 
of milk, being the Illinois state rec- 
ord.

for a brief review of some of 
Oklahoma herds I visited. I 
say that Oklahoma should 
be one of better Holstein states. I 
was very much impressed with the 
real possibilities of our breed in this 
state, and with the high quality of 
Holsteins in the herds I saw. 

The Eastern Oklahoma _ State 
Hospital, at Vinita has a total of 
180 head with 80 in milk, 32 of 
which are pure bred Holsteins. They 
are now using a splendid son of 
Mount Riga Sir Inka, now seven 
years old. Mr. Clyde Thompson is 
superintendent of the herd and 
steward, and I know I am safe in 
saying that Mr. Thompscn is going 
to make a real reputation with this 
herd. 

Many years now have I waited to 
see the Mount Riga herd and I want 
to say that I was not disappointed. I 
liked Miss Lassie Ormsby, twice All- 
American, and her udder in eleven- 
year-old form is still faultless. Mount 
Riga Sir Segis Paul, 1930 All-Amert- 
can two-year-old bull has great stretch 
and splendid type as a seven-year-old. 
I liked his daughters very much. Car- 
nation Supreme, the son of Sir Inka 
May and out of that great cow, Cas- 
cade Jessie Queen, is fully as good 
type as his All-American sire, Sir Inka 
May, and as full of pep. I also liked 
Mount Riga Sir Hazel, Reserve All- 
American junior yearling of 1930. I 
also liked his dam, who is yet in her 
prime, and is now at the farm of H. 
B. Hales at Amarillo, Texas. I think 
she is just one real brood cow. Mr. 
C. E. Griffith, owner of Mount Riga 
now has 70 pure breds with 32 in 
milk. 

The Whitaker State Home at Prior, 
Okla., has 50 Holsteins with 30 in 
milk. Mr. W. G. Alexander has just 
taken on the duties as superintendent 
of his herd. A splendid son of Man- 
O-War has been used in this herd with 
outstanding results. This bull is now 
at the Tulsa County Farm. Mount 
Riga Homestead Ormsby is now in 
use in the herd. He is by a grandson 
of King Segis Pontiac Count and his 
dam, of Lashbrook breeding is by Sir 
Walker Segis.

market for the past nine years. They 
were just installing a beautiful De 
Laval milking parlor, that is the finest 
I ever saw. 

Mr. J. W. Henderson, of Owasso has 
25 Holsteins in milk, 20 of which are 
pure breds. Two bulls, both from the 
Tulsa County Farm are in use. Mrs. 
Henderson also deserves mention 
since she is one of the most succegs- 
ful calf raisers I have met in my 
travels. : 

Mr. J. W. Herron, of Leonard, now 
has a splendid herd, and will I believe 
be one of the state’s most outstanding 
breeders. He is a graduate of the 
University of Wisconsin, and I like 
the way he is going about it to build 
up his herd. He now has 33 Holsteins 
with 12 in milk, about one-half of 
which are pure breds. I liked his four- 
year-old bull, Mount Riga Pansy But- 
ter Boy, a line-bred Triune Ormsby 
Piebe. His younger bull, not yet quite 
a year old, by the Pansy bull and out 
of a daughter of Mount Riga Sir Piebe 
Paul is also a splendid bull. His dam 
has a 1,142-pound: butter record. Mr. 
Herron was elected secretary of the 
state association. You may look for 
progress in this association through 
his efforts. 


Mr. C. A. Mayo of Tulsa is a great 
lover of live stock. I would have liked 
to have stayed here all day to study 
his stock and to talk with him. The 
best of pure bred horses, beef cattle, 
dairy cattle, dogs, chickens and so on. 
Mr. Mayo is also owner of the Hotel 
Mayo, one of Tulsa’s leading hotels. 
He has a total of 100 pure bred Hol- 
steins with 45 in milk. I was happy 
to find here a son of that great brood 
cow of Carnations, Gerben Parthenea 
3rd. He is doing a splendid job here 
as a breeder. Here also is a son of 
Sir Romeo Mildred Colantha, and I 
liked him very much too. Netherland 
Belle Homestead, All-American year- 
ling in 1928 and again All-American 
two-year-old heifer in 1929 and repeat- 
ing again as an All-American as a 
three-year-old 1930, is now making her 
home here. She strikes me as being 
a right good brood cow. 

The Tulsa County Farm has made 
an average in D. H. I. A. with their 20 
pure bred Holsteins in milk of over 


470 pounds of fat twice. TI liked the 
daughters of the Man-O-War bull 
here. A _ grandson of De Kol Plus 
Segis Dixie was used here. Mount 
Riga Sir Ruby, five-year-old bull, is 
now in use too, and I liked him very 
much. His dam is a full sister to Miss 


Lassie Ormsby. 
coming into service soon. 

Mr. Ralsa Morley of Tulsa is not 
only one of Oklahoma’s leading Hol- 
stein breeders but is also one of the 
state’s leading citizens. Mr. Morley 
was reelected president of the state 
association at the annual meeting dur- 
ing the week. He is one of Tulsa’s 
leading attorneys, and in addition, 
probably the state’s largest pure bred 
Holstein herd, number 150 head, with 
55 in milk, all pure bred. Mr. Morley 
founded this herd in 1910, which also 
probably makes him, in point of years 
as a breeder, the oldest in the state. 
I liked this herd, being very uniform, 
of splendid type and I especially liked

the better bull. His index is 40 lbs. lower, but he has so 
many more pairs that he merits more confidence than the 
pull with the higher index. 
Conclusions 

The index is an estimate, based on the available in- 
formation, and subject to error from several sources. First, 
it applies only to the conditions under which the daugh- 
ters made their records, and these conditions might be 
different for any two bulls whose indexes might be com- 
pared. Second, it is important that daughters and dams 
receive equally good management. Third, indexes are 
usually based on a relatively small number of daughter- 
dam pairs, leaving opportunity for wide variation from the 
true value. Indexes with more pairs deserve more con- 
fidence. Fourth, very high indexes are apt to be higher 
than they should be and very low indexes are apt to be 
too low. Fifth, the dams may have been selected for high 
records, so that their records were higher than their breed- 
ing value. The bull will be blamed for the difference be- 
tween the dams’ average and their average breeding value. 
This source of error is probably seldom important in Herd 
Test records, but it might be important if indexes were 
computed from Advanced Registry records. 

Breeders should use the index, but should not trust it 
too far if it is extreme or if it is based on few pairs or if 
nothing is known about the management of daughters and 
of dams. The more one knows ‘about that management 
and the more accurately allowances are made, the more 
confidence the index deserves. 

MORE ABOUT INDEXES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The recent articles on bull indexes encourage com- 
ment. All of them tend to focus more critical attention on 
the herd sires in service or on the dams of future herd 
individuals, which is the objective of all testing for breed 
improvement. 

The equal-parental index, based on all records of each 
daughter, fairly compared with all records of her dam, is 
a valuable measure for the herd owner or for owners of 
closely related animals. It means very little to those who 
know nothing of the feeding and herd management of the 
bull’s daughters and their dams. If such environmental 
conditions are not very much alike while both daughters 
and dams are being tested, the numerical sire index is of 
little value to the herd owner. Age-correction factors are, 
therefore, of great importance in making the daughter’s 
first record justly comparable to the record which the dam 
made the same calendar year. In the South and West, 
where much of the feed comes from pasture or roughage, 
the yearly environmental conditions are important, in that 
they affect records. Since most proved bulls will be used 
in the community where they have been proved, the index 
has little advertising value. Dairymen, and particularly 
breeders, wish to see the type of offspring which a bull 
sires. Those records are available two to three years 
before a bull is proved for production. A type comparison 
with dams appears to be feasible, if for no other purpose 
than to arouse more interest in the neighbor’s herd sire 
and to prolong the life of this sire until there are records 
enough to compute some kind of index. Perhaps that is 
the greatest merit of the index. 

There is no short cut through continuous herd testing.

the udders throughout the herd. A 
yearling son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe is just now coming into service. 
Mr. Morley had the largest and best 
lot of yearling heifers in yards that I 
have seen in a long time, in addition 
to another lot of about the same num- 
ber and quality of baby calves. Mr. 
Bert Howerton is superintendent of 
this herd and it would do your heart 
good to see the interest he takes in 
this herd. 
The Sand Springs Home Farm, at 
Sand Springs, just outside of Tulsa, is 
one of the most interesting and worth- 


while places I have visited. This home . 


was founded by the late Charles Page 
as an orphanage, and it is without ex- 
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ception the most home-like orphanage 
I have ever seen. Mr. Paul E. Estill 
is manager and trustee of this farm 
as well as of the other 90 farms owned 
and operated by the estate. Mr. Estill 
is still a very young man and one of 
the most capable farm managers I 
have met. A total of 66 Holsteins, 
with 30 in milk make up the good herd 
that produces milk for the children. A 
bull of Mr. Morley’s breeding, now 
four years old is in service here, and 
it has been a long time since I have 
seen a better four-year-old. This bull 
carries scale, smoothness, flash, and 
breed character.

“GOOD UDDERS MEAN SO MUCH” 
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Sand Springs Home dairy herd, Mr. E. 
A. Martin, was killed by one of the 
bulls at this home. This bull had 
never shown any signs of meanness 
before. It was a terrible tragedy. 
Since the time of Abraham Lincoln we 
have read and heard about folks dying 
in vain. I don’t know of any deaths 
that seem more in vain than the ones 
caused by dairy bulls. So few folks 
seem to take heed from the accidents 
of the past. Numberless times I have 
warned men to please not go into the 
bull pen to show me their herd sire, 
and stressing the point that I could 
see him well from over or through the 
pen wall, and yet in most every case 
these warnings go unheeded. Do our 
breeders and other men detailed to 
caring for bulls really believe that 
their control over these bulls is the 
department in which they do their 
best? Is it vanity, or what is? If you 
have never been close to one of these 
tragedies you will never know the ter- 
ribleness of it. 

The U. S. Bureau of Dairy Industry 
is maintaining an experimental herd 
of 60 pure bred Holsteins in western 
Oklahoma at Woodward under the 
able supervision of Mr. A. G. Van 
Horn. Mr. Van Horn is a graduate of 
Kansas State College under Prof. 
Fitch. This herd was established in 
1921 as a part of the Bureau’s breed- 
ing experimental work and also as a 
demonstration farm under Oklahoma 
conditions. Mr. Van Horn has worked 
out several very practical farm man- 
agement plans that are practical and 
will be of much value under the severe 
drought conditions suffered the past 
few years in this part of the state. 
The trench silo which has proven to 
be so economical and practical under 
these conditions is just one example. 
Two bulls are now in use, the oldest 
now ten years, is of Moscrip breeding 
and is a son of North Star King 
Champion, and the eight-year-old bull 
who was bred in the Bureau’s Huntley 
Station in Montana, is by Friend Ona 
Hartog Korndyke. 

The Oklahoma A and M at Still- 
water under the able supervision of 
Prof. Earl Weaver has a total of about 
35 Holsteins with 12 in milk. Mount 
Riga Piebe Homestead, by Mount Riga 
Sir Piebe Segis Paul and out of Lash- 
brook Segis Oak, is now just six years 
old. The bull in use before him was 
one of their own breeding by a grand- 
son of old Sir Piet. They have a young 
bull just coming on now out of Yank- 
ton Pontiac Delma that I liked very 
much. I especially liked this cow, she 
being one of the finest type brood 
cows anyone would want. She just 
dropped another bull calf a few days 
before my visit that will also be kept 
for service. The Delma cow is @ 
granddaughter of Carnation Pietertje 
Colantha. Prof. P. C. McGillard is 
in charge of the dairy herd. I was 
most interested in the work being 
done here on feeding cottonseed meal 
and prairie hay, under the supervision 
of Prof. A. H. Kuhlman. About a dozen 
grade Jerseys, purchased as day old 
calves from the neighboring dairy- 
men, have been fed since they were 
weaned, on nothing but a good quality 
prairie hay and cottonseed meal. Sev- 
eral of these animals are now mature 
and the average of their first 48 lac- 
tations reveals an average production

of just over 300 pounds of butterfat. 
An average of 11 pounds of cottonseed 
meal and 12 to 16 pounds of prairie 
hay are consumed daily. It certainly 
convinces one of the high quality of 
prairie hay, properly put up. 

The most interesting time I had on 
the entire trip was in the reorganiza- 
tion of the Oklahoma State Holstein 
Association. More than 30 breeders 
met at the college on November 21st 
where a most interesting meeting was 
held. Dr. A. H. Kuhlman spoke on the 
feeding experiments being conducted. 
Dr. Lewis H. Moe, college veterinarian 
contributed what I thought were some 
of the most interesting remarks I 
have heard on testing and cleaning up 
on abortion. Mr. Lynn H. Beard, man- 
ager of the Agricultural Department 
of the Tulsa Chamber of Commerce 
outlined some very definite plans for 
the state association along the lines 
of breeding, milk production and 
breed promotion. Mr. Beard was for 
many years in charge of the cow test- 
ing association at Waterloo, Iowa, and 
numbers among his friends many of 
the leading breeders in that state. He 
is a graduate of Oklahoma A and M., 
and has his master’s degree from 
Iowa State College, and was county 
agent in Atlantic County, Iowa, for a 
number of years. I consider him as 
the ablest Chamber of Commerce 
Agricultural manager I have met. He 
certainly has a most outstanding 
dairy background.

160 Head Total $21,097.50 


The 71st Sale in the Earlville Series 
was held under the management of R. 
Austin Backus May 12 and 13 in the 


Earlville pavilion. During the two 
days, 160 were sold for a total of 


$21,097.50, an average of $131.86. A 
feature of this sale in May is always 
a large group of bred yearling heifers, 
and this was no exception. These 
heifers were in good demand, and sold 
well, thought of course at a lower level 
of prices than the milking cows com- 
mand. There was also quite a large 
offering of young bulls. They sold 
satisfactorily the first day, but there 
were a few too many for the second 
day crowd. The weather was warm 
and ideal for farm work, and with a 
somewhat backward spring, the crowd 
in attendance was much smaller than 
usual. This undoubtedly had a some- 
what injurious effect on prices. How- 
ever, there were a number of good buy- 
ers from a distance, the offerings go- 
ing to all parts of New York State as 
well as to Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania. Al- 
together 71 buyers were listed for the 
160 head.

MONONA FARMS DISPERSAL 
The Monona Farms Co., live stock 
research farm of the Quaker Oats 
Company, sold their herds of Guern- 
sey and Holstein cattle at public auc- 
tion on May 1 and 2, under the man- 
agement of Melin-Petersen Company. 
The farms are located near Madison, 
Wis., and attracted a good crowd of 
interested breeders. Fair prices were 
paid for most of the animals sold and 
the Holstein herd of 82 head averaged 
$127.72, or a total of $10,475. Top 
price of $440 was paid for Monona 
Montvic Marvel, a double grandson of 
the famous Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, 
and he appropriately went to a former 
owner of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, 
Joseph Piek, Hartford, Wis. Females 
sold up to $267 and seven head passed 
the $200 mark. A complete report of 
the sale is not available at this time, 
but a summary of the figures show 10 
bulls sold for an average of $140; 32 
heifers not let two years of age aver- 
aged $84.84; two two-year-olds aver- 
aged $145; 11 three-year-olds aver- 
aged $142.27 and 27 cows over four 
years of age averaged $166.85. Mack 
Tellier and Burmeister did the selling 
with G. R. Melin in the box. 

The Guernsey herd averaged 
$122.44 for forty-three head, with a 
top figure of $425 for the yearling 
herd sire. 





THE MICHIGAN STATE SALE 
The Michigan State Sale, held at 
East Lansing, Mich., on May 12, 
proved to be a very satisfactory and 
successful event, with an average of 
$115.48 for 62 head. While the crowd 
was small, there was almost a com- 
plete absence of sight-seers, and bull 
after bull was absorbed with more or 
less spirited bidding. The grade of 
cattle offered was uniformly good, 
there being no great number of out- 
standing top's and practically none in 
the lower brackets. The principal 
Tun seemed to be of good milk stock 
that would do well in any milking 
herd, and 23 females in milk averaged 
$136.74 with prices up to $215. A 
feature of the sale was the large con- 
Signment from  Blythefield Farms, 
which consisted mostly of bred heif- 
ers sired by Triune Pansy Supreme 
and Blythefield Alecartra King Ormsby 
and these brought up to $150. Top 
female was consigned by Burr 
Hoover, Howell, Mich., whose _ six- 
year-old cow, just fresh and with a C. 
T. A. record of 449.6 Ibs. fat, brought 
$215. Another of his consignment 
brought $205, paid for a five-year-old 
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with a C. T. A. record of 417.1 lbs. fat. 
A. J. Willeman, Hart, Mich., con- 
signed DeCreamCo Ormsby Prospect, 
a six-year-old daughter of Velvet 
Ormsby, and with a good C. T. A. ree- 
ord, who brought $210. Ionia State 
Hospital, Ionia, Mich., consigned the 
top bull, a calf not yet a year old, who 
brought $200. He was sired by 
Traverse Echo Model Marathon and 
his dam, Ionia Aaggie Sylvia, has a 
record of 784 lbs. fat, testing 3.6% and 
a lifetime production at ten years of 
121,790 lbs. milk. Another of the 
Ionia consignment brought $205, paid 
for a five-year-old with a three-year- 
old record in 305 days of 506 lbs. fat 
and bred to Traverse Echo Model 
Marathon, sire of the top bull. 
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An analysis of the catalog shows 
that of the 23 females in milk, six 
with A. R. records averaged $102.50, 
six with C. T. A. records averaged 
$181.66, three from A. R. record dams 
averaged $125 and eight without rec- 
ords and from untested dams aver- 
aged $120.62. Of the 27 heifers not 
yet in milk, 25 with A. R. records 
averaged $98.60, while 16 bred heifers 
averaged $105.31, four not bred aver- 
aged $102.50, and seven’ calves 
brought $62.14. The twelve bulls 
averaged $122.75, eleven from A. R. 
record dams averaging $125, and one 
from a C. T. A. record dam bringing 
$100. The entire offering was blood 
tested for abortion.

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Field Day 


The James Turner Institute for Re- 
search celebrated its fifth anniversary 
with a dairy field day on May 16, 
which drew a good attendance of dairy 
farmers and their families from all 
parts of New Jersey and from several 
other eastern states. The founding of 
the Institute was. the result of a gift 
to the State of New Jersey of six 
arms totalling some 1,200 acres by 
James E. Turner of Montclair, N. J. 
This valuable gift was made with the 
understanding that the farms would 
be used for research in the various 
problems confronting the dairy indus- 
try and the farms were turned over 
to the New Jersey Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station for this purpose. The 
farms are beautifully located among 
the rolling hills and fertile valleys of 
Northern New Jersey, near Sussex, 
and most of the farms are equipped 
with fine modern dairy barns. 


The Holstein breeding experiment 
being conducted under the direction of 
Prof. John W. Bartlett, is an investi- 
gation of the possibilities of breeding 
higher testing Holsteins by intense in- 
breeding, line breeding and outcross- 
ing various families of the breed that 
had already proven to be testing above 
the average of the breed. In May 
1931, a herd of high testing registered 
Holstein cows was purchased, _ to- 
gether with four Holstein herd sires, 
of which Ormsby Sensation 45th be- 
_came the keystone of the experiment. 


Now after five years of the experi- 
ment, all four of the original herd sires 
have passed on and the four sires 
now in service are all strong in Orms- 
by Sensation 45th blood. The oldest 
of these is N J E S Mutual Ormsby 
Fobes Agnate 654595, sired by one of 
the greatest proven sons of “45th” and 
from a maternal granddaughter of 
“45th”. Now four years old, this line 
bred 45th bull is an exceptionally fine 
individual. Then there are two sons 
of Ormsby Sensation 45th, one inbred 
and the other an outcross son. Both 
are three years old. N J E S Sensa- 
tion Ormsby Bess Chief, a son of 
“45th” from one of his own greatest 
daughters, is a much better bull in 
type than his outcross brother, 
N J E S Sensation Aaggie Beets 
Career. The fourth sire now in serv- 
ice is N J ES Sir Jewel Ormsby Bess 
Esquire, an intensely linbreed bull ,be- 
ing out of a 45th daughter and sired 
by a son of an inbred 45th daughter, 
the sire’s sire also being a son of 
“45th’’. In the further progress of the 
experiment, each of these sires will 
be used on daughters of the others, 
further intensifying the Ormsby Sen- 
sation 45th blood lines. 


At the field day, various groups were 
led out for the inspection of the 
crowd. The first group consisted of 
six offspring of Ormsby Sensation 
45th—four daughters ranging in ages 
from two to ten years and the two 
three-year-old herd sires, “Chief” and 
“Career”. Next were led out a group 
of six cows of milking age, bred at the 
station. Then came the four herd 
sires already described. Then came 
six progeny groups, with the dam 
showing with her two offspring in 
most cases. Then a 3-generation group 
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at Sussex 


headed by a daughter of Ormsby Sen- 
sation 45th. Then two line bred 45th 
families and finally a Get of Sire by 
each of four young sires bred at the 
station. 

Prof. Bartlett stated that definite an- 
nouncement of results of the experi- 
ment can be made some time within 
another year but that the present herd 
has been built to approximately 100 
females and 40 bulls and that the milk- 
ing herd today is testing somewhat 
higher than the original foundation 
herd. Indications are that the fat test 
of Holsteins can be increased by breed- 
ing but that there appears to be a con- 
stant tendency to revert to something 
like the breed average. The big prob- 
lem is to maintain type and constitu- 
tion, especially in the more intensely 
inbred animals, according to Prof. 
Bartlett, and this was quite evident 
to the spectators who saw the exhibit. 

We were informed that since the 
original gift from Mr. Turner and an 
appropriation from the state for the 
purchase of foundation animals and 
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herd sires, the Holstein experiment 
has been almost entirely self support- 
ing from sales of milk and of the sur- 
plus progeny of the animals. 

The Guernsey experiment, which js 
receiving financial assistance from the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, jis 
studying the factors influencing color 
in Guernsey milk. Herd sires have 
been donated by a number of Guern- 
sey breeders and the institute has de- 
veloped a color grader which is being 
offered as a_ standard method of 
measuring milk color. 

Other valuable experiments are go- 
ing forward at the Institute on pasture 
and hay land improvement, on 
molasses grass silage and on the use 
of marine products in the dairy 
ration. These experiments were all 
explained and demonstrated to the in- 
terested gathering. 

Ralph Decker, chairman of the Ad- 
visory Board of the Institute, presided 
at a speaking program, which included 
addresses by Dr. Robert C. Clothier, 
President of Rutgers University and 
Dr. J. G. Lipman, Director of the New 
Jersey Agricultural Experiment 
Station. 


Ohio State Sale and Show 


Ohio Holstein breeders held their 
annual spring show, sale and banquet 
in two busy days of activity on May 5 
and 6 at Wooster. The events are 
staged under the auspices of the Ohio 
Holstein-Friesian Association, of 
which I. D. Hadley is field secretary, 
and always attract a large attendance 
of interested breeders. Activities start- 
ed early Tuesday morning, May 5, with 
a show of the sale cattle, which were 
judged by A. C. Oosterhuis of Ocono- 
mowoc, Wis., with the sale starting 
promptly after lunch. All females, 
with the exception of the grand cham- 
pion of the show, were sold on May 5, 
with the bulls and the grand champion 
female going under the hammer on tke 
following day. 


The Show 

Classes for aged cows, four-year-old 
heifers, three-year-old heifers, two- 
year-old heifers, senior and junior 
yearling heifers and heifer calves, with 
all bulls competing together in one 
class. Honors were evenly divided 
among twenty-one Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania breeders, with only one breeder 
—Chas. R. Line. Middletown,—taking 
more than one first place. Mr. Line 
had two “blues” and one second place 
winner. Firestone Farms, Akron, 
Ohio, brought out the senior and 
grand champion of the show (and also 
the top of the sale) in the four-year- 
old heifer, Firestone Side Hill Co- 
lantha, a King Bessie granddaughter 
of their breeding. The junior champion 
of the show came from the herd of 
Robert M. Montgomery, Canfield, Ohio, 
whose first prize heifer calf, a grand- 
daughter of Sir Inka May, was select- 
ed by Judge Oosterhuis. Other first 
prize winners included H. S. Dalton & 
Son, Wakeman, Ohio, who also placed 
one second, one third and two fourths; 
M. R. Zimmerly, Bluffton, Ohio; Lester 
E. Durr, Bucyrus and C. W. Ernst- 
huaser, Almore. Mr. Ernesthuaser 
brought out the first prize bull, an 


October calf sired by a son of Mont- 
vice Chieftain. 

A feature of the banquet held in the 
evening of May 5 was the presentation 
of a silver loving cup to the owner 
of the grand champion female of the 
show. This was presented to Fire- 
stone Farms by C. S. Reese, in behalf 
of the Ohio Si'o Co., of Wooster, the 
donors. An interesting program was 
given and about 130 breeders attended. 


The Sale 


A total of 116 head went under the 
hammer during the two days of sell- 
ing, and these brought $15,505, an 
average of $133.66 per head. Prices 
ranged up to $345 and the offering 
consisted of 72 females in milk which 
averaged $143.19, 16 bred heifers which 
brought an average of $123.71, 5 un- 
bred heifers averaged $75 and _ six 
heifer calves averaged $82.91. Seven- 
ten bulls were sold and these aver- 
aged $137.65, ranging from $205 to 
$75. The 72 milking females __in- 
cluded four with A. R. records to their 
credit and these averaged $223.22 and 
included the top cow. Seven with 
C. T. A. records averaged $133.57 
bringing up to $167.50; a half dozen 
untested but from A. R. record dams 
averaged $154.56 ($180 to $125), while 
seven from C. T. A. record dams aver- 
aged $156.43, selling from $180 to $115. 
Forty-seven others in milk, untested 
and from dams without records, aver- 
aged $134.25 with a price range of 
$230 to $90. The heifers not yet in 
milk included seven from C. T. A. 
dams for an average of $87.85 and 
twenty from untested dams for an av 
erage of $112, selling up to $167.50 for 
a bred heifer. Unbred heifers brought 
up to $85 and heifer calves sold as 
high as $135. The bull offering 1 
cluded a dozen from A. R. record dams 
and averaged $140.41, with $205 as top 
figure. Three others from Herd Test 
record dams averaged $126 and two

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H. I. R. News Letter

A Plan for Testing 

If I were to prepare a plan for the 
Herd Improvement Test, in the light 
of past experience, I would provide for 
continuous year after year testing of 
the entire herd, limited to two or 
three-time milking as at present. I 
would eliminate the bimonthly _ test, 
which has served its purpose well dur- 
ing the depression, and have two 
methods optional with the owner, a 
monthly one-day test without pre- 
liminary milking but requiring daily 
milk weights on all cows through the 
year, or a monthly one-day test with 
a preliminary milking and no milk 
weights. Milk weights are valuable in 
connection with feeding and should be 
kept, but many breeders object to the 
inconvenience or find it difficult when 
using machine milkers. The _ super- 
visor reports weights of milk for two 
preceding days for comparison with 
production shown on test day. The 
preliminary milking would definitely 
fix the test period at 24 hours and 
should be used as a safeguard to the 
records when milk weights are not re- 
quired. The preliminary milking 
would add to the cost but many breed- 
ers would prefer to pay extra rather 
than to keep milk weights. 

I would limit supervision to 30 sam- 
ples and would approve of composite 
samples provided they were made up 
on the basis of aliquot parts of the sev- 
eral milkings. Herd averages are im- 
portant and should be continued. 
These must necessarily be computed 
from herd test year productions rather 
than lactation records. The latter, 
however, are best for daughter-dam 
comparisons in proving sires and 
brood cows so that it would be neces- 
sary to continue figuring the two kinds 
of records even though it makes extra 
work and expense. Finally, I would 
limit lactation records used in figuring 
daughter-dam comparison to 300 days 
instead of 365 as we are now doing 
and would convert to the basis of 
Classification C or twice a day milk- 
ing. In the Red Book lists. I would 
publish only sires with five or more 
tested daughters, dams with three or 
more tested daughters and require a 
minimum of 10 pairs for a sire index, 
with lists of leading herds limited to 
those testing for five or more consecn- 
tive vears. 

Local Testing Associations 

_ The cow testing association is a fine 
institution and should be encouraged 
at every opportunity by Holstein 
breeders. It furnishes all of the in- 
formation on production necessary for 
the breeding program and is sufficient 
for the individual breeder. It is not as 
satisfactory as the Herd Improvement 
Test as the records are not approved 
by our Association and are not kept 
jm permanent form and published for 
general use. The question of pub- 
lishing records of pure bred Holsteins 
tested in these local associations has 
been discussed at various times, but 
the cost stands in the way. Several 
years ago we made a survey of three 
of the leading states. New York, Mich- 
gan and Wisconsin, and found only six 


Holstein breeders in the entire number 
testing in cow testing associations in 
the three states who were willing to 
pay their share of the cost of publish- 
ing their records. It is a very good 
plan, however, for breeders who are 
not already testing to join the local 
testing association and thus obtain 
production figures on every cow in the 
herd year after year. Later on, it will 
be only a step for them to come into 
the Herd Improvement Test and have 
their records published in the Red 
Book. Some form of continuous test- 
ing of the entire herd is necessary for 
any sort of a sound breeding program 
and every Holstein breder should be 
urged to join his local cow testing as- 
sociation if he is not already a mem- 
ber or testing for Herd Improvement 
Registry. 
Registration of Grades 

Registration of grade dairy animals 
by some agency seems emminent and 
has been recommended to our Asso- 
ciation on several occasions. At the 
Philadelphia Convention in 1929, if 1 
remember correctly, Chief Reed ad- 
vocated such a policy as a means of 
increasing production. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in its superior 
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germ plasm program, may find it 
necessary to develop some record sys- 
tem of this sort and other agencies 
are at work along similar lines. This 
is an important subject. It is unfor- 
tunate for the breed that many pure 
bred herds are not culled as closely as 
the grade herds and as a result many 
grade herds are better producers than 
some pure bred herds. Yet the grade 
herds owe their high production to 
the use of pure bred sires. 

Our breed is the largest of the dairy 
breeds. We have no actual figures to 
show how many living registered Hol- 
stein cows and heifers of producing 
age there are in the United States but 
500,000 would be a reasonable esti- 
mate. With such a large herd a ques- 
tion might well be raised concerning 
the necessity of bringing in animals 
from outside for registration. Records 
made in the past have demonstrated 
the tremendous possibilities of the 
breed and it is only a question of in- 
creased testing so that we may find 
the animals and families capable of 
transmitting high production. At the 
present time we are testing about 
16,000 cows and heifers in Advanced 
Registry and Herd Improvement

Registry combined, a very small per. 
centage of our breed. Assuming that 
there are twice as many pure bred 
Holsteins on test in the local dairy 
herd improvement associations oyaey 
the country, then the total would be 
between 45,000 and 50,000 and even 
this number would mean less than 
10% of the breed. By testing a large 
per cent, say 40 to 50%, as is being 
done in Denmark, rapid progress 
could be made and it would be well 
to put on an intensive campaign to 
increase testing before considering 
the registration of grade animals, 

Surely any such plan should be sur. 
rounded with rigid restrictions. The 
purpose of bringing in this outside 
blood would be to improve the breed 
and there would be no object in regis. 
tering cows simply because they had 
several top crosses of pure blood, ag 
this would not be proof of good pro- 
duction. They should be required to 
meet high production requirements 
for several successive lactations and 
for at least three generations before 
being enrolled in our Herd-Books and 
they should not be accepted unless 
they could pass inspection for type as 
well. It will be interesting to hear 
the discussion on this subject, but I 
believe that we could make just as 
good progress by confining our efforts 
to our breed without bringing in ant- 
mals from outside. 


Certificates for Cancellation 

Owners wishing to cancel certifi- 
cates of registry for any of their cows 
in order that the records may be 
omitted from the herd average should 
send the certificates direct to this 
office with the request that they be 
cancelled on acount of the Herd Im- 
provement Test. The rules provide 
that certificates of all dead animals 
should be sent to the secretary for 
cancellation but in case of cancella- 
tion on account of the Herd Test, as 
provided in the Herd Test rules cer- 
tificates should be sent to this office. 
Upon receipt of certificates sent in 
for cancellation, we check them off 
from our records and forward them 
to the secretary, where the actual 
cancelling is done, with the request 
that they be returned to the owner. 
If you will be sure to handle your can- 
cellations in this way, it will save con- 
siderable confusion and a good deal of 
correspondence and we_ will appre- 
ciate it very much.
